The di- 
rectors were presented pins signifying 
the number of years each has served 
as director.

Woods, Jr., who noted that it has been 
the practice of the Company since 1946 
to present service pins to employees 
with five or more years of service. 

Director with the longest term of 
office (23 years) is Frank H. Woods, 
of Chicago, chairman of the board, 
who was elected in 1937.

Becoming directors in 1956 were Mor- 
ton Steinhart of Nebraska City, Otoe 
Food Products; Edwin J. Faulkner of 
Lincoln, president of the Woodmen Ac-

Jones National Bank.

The Red Phone 


Vital Link in Our Defense 


Swift, certain communications are a 
vital need in our modern, fast-paced 
society. No one is more aware of this 
than the telephone people who provide 
the swiftest and surest means of com- 
munication for all types of people. 

No phase of our society is more 
vitally concerned and dependent on 
rapid and unfailing communications 
than our National Defense. In laying 
out a plan for counterattack, the Stra- 
tegic Air Command uses jets, missiles 
and weapons that almost defy the 
imagination. Lined up for our defense 
are: 

A bomber force is 2000 strong, sup- 
ported by aerial tankers that pass 
along enough fuel to enable the 
bombers to reach any target in the 
world and return. 

Missiles which are rapidly becoming 
operational, with the Atlas already on 
alert at Vandenberg Air Force Base, 
California. 

The force is dispersed over five con- 
tinents, spread out to the point that 
it cannot be destroyed in a surprise 
attack. 

The crews train constantly, adapt to 
new tactics and procedures, and fre- 
quently must prove their skills to 
strict evaluation boards. A portion of 
them are on alert round-the-clock with 
planes fueled and loaded for immediate 
takeoff. 

To throw that retaliatory knockout 
punch, another vital ingredient of war- 
fare is required—quick, reliable, and 
secure communications. 

At any time, day or night, General 
Thomas S. Power, SAC’s Commander

in Chief, has the “trigger” to throw his 
bombers and missiles into the commu- 
nists’ heartland if directed to do so. 

To show how communications could 
guarantee SAC’s retaliation, let’s pose 
a fictional situation that could, some- 
day, become the real thing: 

At 4 a.m., the highly-sensitive Dis- 
tant Early Warning Line radars 
around the Arctic rim pick up a swarm 
of “blips’—the signal that attack on 
this nation is probable. Word is im- 
mediately flashed to the North Ameri- 
can Air Defense Command at Colorado 
Springs. 

Over a special closed circuit tele- 
vision network between NORAD and 
the always-active SAC Command Post 
at Omaha, the warning is flashed, and 
the controller on duty whips into ac- 
tion. 

He lifts a brick red telephone on his 
desk in the underground war room. 
Before the receiver reaches his ear, the 
subordinate controllers at every SAC 
base throughout the world are on the 
“hot line,” ready for orders. 

The message is concise. The acknowl- 
edgment, in the form of electrical sig- 
nals from each base back to Omaha, 
completes the vital exchange in fewer 
than 20 seconds. On every SAC instal- 
lation, klaxons scream out the alert. 

Men in flying gear, asleep in special 
quarters near their top-security flight 
lines, leap from their beds and race to 
their waiting aircraft. Missile crews, 
on duty in their blockhouses, stand-by 
to begin the brief final countdowns 
on their pre-targeted, 10,000 miles per 
hour ICBMs. 
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band transmitter and receiver antennas, h 
ground-to-air communications to 45,000 
Elkhorn, Neb., is one of the only three in the Western w 
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By 4:15, a part of SAC’s blow is on 
the way to the enemy. 

Seated in a balcony overlooking the 
SAC Command Post are General 
Power and his key staff officers, 
surveying the reports, making rapid 
but studied decisions, and issuing the 
orders that direct the SAC bomber 
force, now on its way to the target 
under “Positive Control.” 

This procedure sends the bombers to 
designated points well short of Soviet 
territory. If they do not receive specif- 
ic coded orders to proceed to targets, 
they will return to their bases. The 
missiles have not been launched be- 
cause they cannot be recalled or di- 
verted once they leave their pads. 

In Washington, the President and the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff review the situ- 
ation. The nation is under attack. A 
special “hot line” to SAC is used to 
flash the message: “Go!” 

The SAC controller reaches for a 
hand microphone on his desk. It is the 
key to a new global radio system, nick- 
named “Short Order,” that links the 
Command Post with every SAC 
bomber in flight, regardless of location. 
The “Go-Code”—the signal to proceed 
to target—is beamed through a series 
of 45,000-watt transmitters situated at 
the headquarters of SAC’s three num- 
bered Air Forces in the United States: 
Second AF at Barksdale AFB, Louisi- 
ana; Eighth AF at Westover AFB,

Turns The Century 


Mrs. Lydia Gowen, 
Formerly of Ong 
Reaches 100th Year 


A former operator for The Lincoln 
Telephone and Telegraph Company 
started on her second hundred years 
last Nov. 23. 


She is Mrs. Lydia Gowen, now a resi- 
dent of Dedham, Iowa, and a former 
operator at Ong. She celebrated her 
100th birthday at the Spieker Nursing 
Home, where she has lived for two 
years. 


Born Nov. 23, 1860 in St. Charles 
County, Mo., Mrs. Gowen grew up in 
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Mrs. Gowen as she looked during her operating

Civil War days and used to tell stories 
of the hardships and anxieties the fam- 
ily went through while waiting for her 
father to come home. 

After her marriage to George R. 
Gowen, they farmed for many years in 
Clay County, Nebr., near Ong, retiring 
about 1909. 

In June of 1926 Mrs. Gowen was em- 
ployed as a relief operator at Ong. 
Company records show she later be- 
came a chief operator’s helper, working 
as a night operator. She remained at 
the position with the contract company 
until February of 1941 when the Ong 
office was converted to dial. 

She was past 80 when she retired 
with a total of 17 years of telephone 
service. Mrs. Gowen continued to work 
after her husband passed away in 1933. 

For a time she and a widowed daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Lucy Steel, lived together at 
Ong. Later they both lived with an- 
other daughter, Mrs. Roy Rowlison, in 
Hastings. At the time of Mrs. Steel’s 
death four years ago, Mrs. Gowen 
moved to Dedham to be with another 
daughter, Mrs. L. W. Chain. 

During the years Mrs. Gowen worked 
in the telephone office she pieced and 
quilted, making a quilt for each of her 
children and each grandchild. She also 
quilted for the WSCS. 

Never idle very long during her en- 
tire life, Mrs. Gowen enjoyed her tele- 
phone work very much—a service she 
considered very important. 

She and her husband used to have a 
little dog, “Buddy”, who would go with 
her to the office at night and come to 
meet her when she left in the morning. 

She had a rather large house and was 
happiest when her children and grand- 
children visited her. “There were 
never too many for her to enjoy,” said 
her daughter, Mrs. Chain. 


In spite of her advanced years, she 
maintains an interest in politics and 
followed the progress of the last elec- 
tion, casting her ballot by absentee. 

She was one of the charter members 
of the Rebekah lodge in Nebraska; be- 
longs to the Methodist church at Ong; 
and is a member of the WSCS. 

Although her sight is gone and she 
has impaired hearing, she is cheerful 
and her memory, generally, is sharp. 

She still finds pleasure in singing 
hymns and other tunes she learned as a 
child and taught to her children. 

Mrs. Gowen has three living children. 
Besides Mrs. Chain, they are Mrs. Raw- 
lison of Hastings, Nebr., and Charles 
Gowen of Laurel, Mont.

L. T. & T. employees have a vital 
share in the prevention of off-the-job 
accidents. The tables on this page 
enumerating such accidents to our peo- 
ple during this year show a definite 
need for more alertness to home and 
traffic hazards. The total time lost 
in off-the-job accidents to L. T. & T. 
employees was 560% days and the 
wage cost was $7,395,26. 


The most apparent costs of the ac- 
cidents to the employees are loss of 
production time, doctor and medical 
bills, and painful and disabling effects 
of the injuries. More important, though 
less obvious, are the costs resulting 
from the following factors: 


(1) The necessity for additional medi- 
cal treatments after the return of the 
employee to work. 

(2) Possible inability to take part in 
recreational and social activities. 

(3) Costs of assigning employees to 
bench or desk jobs during the period of 
disability. 

(4) Effect on the morale of the em- 
ployee from disfigurement or loss of 
important parts of his body with con- 
sequent reduction in his earning power. 

(5) Upsetting of the family at the 
time of the accident and the burden of 
taking care of the injured person with 
resulting inconvenience to family mem-

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Social Security 


Changes Made 


Several important changes in the 
Social Security Law have been made 
recently, increasing or opening up bene- 
fits to those not previously qualified. 
Briefly, the major changes are: 


1. If you retire under Social Security 
and earn over $1,200 a year, the gov- 
ernment will deduct from your bene- 
fits $1 for each $2 you earn, up to 
$1,500. 

If you earn over $1,500, the govern- 
ment will substract $1 from your yearly 
benefits for each additional $1 you 
earn. 

However, you won’t forfeit any bene- 
fits for any month in which you earn 
$100 or less, regardless of how much 
you make the rest of the year. 


2. Wives, stepchildren or adopted 
children are eligible for dependent’s 
benefits if the relationship has existed 
for at least one year. 


3. You need not reach age 50 to 
qualify for disability benefits. If you’ve 
worked long enough under Social Se- 
curity and your disability is serious 
enough in the eyes of the law, you may 
draw disability checks sooner. 

Full details as to these changes and 
others may be obtained from the local 
Social Security office.

Writing in the column “Industry Ob- 
servations” in Telephone Engineer and 
Management, L. A. Gritten comments 
on the growing inappropriate nature

Says Gritten: 

“Their derived meanings — ‘distant 
sound’ and ‘distant writing’—convey 
very little of our variety; to a purist 
they do not even hint at electricity. 

“Telephony is in course of becoming 
merely an accessory in a far broader 
and more diverse service of electrical 
communication of every kind. We need 
a name for it, preferably a_ single 
word, that will express what we are.” 

Mr. Gritten’s point is well taken. 
It is a situation which has been recog- 
nized for some time. 

Back in December of 1954 J. H. Hart- 
ley, writing in the Lincoln Telephone 
News looked ahead for 50 years and 
predicted a number of changes in the 
industry. One was the dropping of 
the words “telephone and telegraph” 
and the substitution of the words ‘“‘tele- 
voice and teleview’’. 

Perhaps such a change in nomencla- 
ture will never come to pass, but the 
industry has changed tremendously 
since it was established and it is in 
the process of undergoing an evolution 
equally or even more significant.

Construction Planned 


Plans for six and a half million dol- 
lars worth of construction during 1961 
have been announced by LT&T. At 
the same time, a telephone gain during 
1960 was made public. 


At the end of last year the Company 
was operating 148,608 telephones—an 
increase of 6,381. It was operating 126 
exchanges, of which 107 were dial. 


During 1961 the construction pro- 
gram will include: 


A new building, now being erected, 
at York. This is in preparation to con- 
version of the exchange to dial opera- 
tion in 1962 and the installation of Di- 
rect Distance Dialing in York and Polk 
counties. 


Installation in Lincoln of 10 new long 
distance switchboards; eight informa- 
tion switchboards; and two long dis- 
tance testing switchboards; plus switch- 
board additions at Crete, Hastings, and 
Seward. 


Installation of a microwave radio 
system to provide long distance mes- 
sage service between Lincoln, Hebron, 
Geneva, and Fairbury. 

Installation of dial equipment in 15 
exchanges, for conversions and replace- 
ments. 

Construction of five small buildings. 

Conversion to Direct Distance Dial- 
ing at Ashland, Milford, Valparaiso, 
Ceresco, Elmwood, Adams, Clatonia, 
Wilber, and Panama. In connection 
with this, telephone numbers will be 
changed to 7-numeral numbers. 

Installation of additional Direct Dis- 
tance Dialing equipment at Lincoln, as 
well as more local dialing equipment. 

Additions to long distance circuits 
and local cable and line distribution 
systems at most major exchanges.

Accident hazards are discussed 
in such meetings, for example, the men are reminded not to leave tools 
and equipment where others may fall over them and to be careful of pro- 
truding objects on equipment bays. Ideas for correcting unsafe conditions 
have been developed, such cs safety treads for rolling ladders and guards 
to prevent workers from coming in contact with sharp edges, such as are 
on terminal lugs.

Each month, the Plant Department issues a summary of 
accidents that have occurred during the month. Following 
the description of the accidents is a brief comment which 
compares the number of accidents for the period to the 
same period last year. The December, 1960 summary car- 
ried the following comment: 


How Are We Doing On Safety To Date 
On-the-Job Accidents 


Lost-time accidents—This year 10, last year 6 
No-lost-time accidents—This year 58, last year 58 


Off-the-Job Accidents 


Lost-time accidents (this year only)—7 
No lost-time accidents (this year only)—12 ; 

The fact that the Plant Department had more accidents 
in 1960 that in 1959 was rather unpleasant to this group. 
Actually most of the Plant personnel did quite well in 
keeping accidents down to a minimum. Two of the Plant 
Department organization units were responsible for the 
unsatisfactory safety record. These two organization units 
accounted for six lost-time accidents during the past year, 
three of them occurring within the space of less than a 
month. are 

The importance of having each of the Plant organization 
units strive to maintain its own safety record cannot be 
overstressed. L.T.&T. is vitally interested in the safety of 
the individual employee, because freedom from accident 
means freedom from painful injuries, lost income, disrupted 
production and suffering.

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Plant's Safety Record 


by M. C. Walker 


The individual’s own attitude to safety is the most im- 
portant factor in gaining freedom from accidents. L.T.&T.’s 
Plant Department’s effort in promoting safety is directed 
to developing in each of its employees a good attitude to 
accident prevention and to maintaining the employee's 
interest in safe work ‘habits. The supervisors have the re- 
sponsibility of promoting this development of the right 
attitude of safety, chiefly by setting a good example for 
the employees to follow, and helping them to learn correct, 
safe methods. 

To help supervisors in their accident prevention activi- 
ties, the Plant Department provides safety posters that 
are placed at certain locations where they will be certain 
to be seen. The posters are carefully selected for topics 
appropriate to the nature of the work performed by Plant 
employees. These posters are changed regularly to main- 
tain the interest of the employees. The department also 
issues Safety Code handbooks for its employees, which 
provide instructions on safe working procedures. It prints 
a monthly “Safety Topics” that promotes accident preven- 
tion on the job as well as at home and on the road. 


Monthly meetings are held by plant organization units 
to promote the department’s accident prevention program. 
Accident hazards on the job are brought to the attention of 
the employees and methods of eliminating the hazards are 
discussed. Issues of “Safety Topics’, and descriptions of 
accidents to employees, and automobile accident reports are 
read and discussed at these meetings. On occasion, an out- 
side organization may be invited to present a talk on work, 
home, or vehicle traffic hazards, or films appropriate to 
the safety theme may be shown. 

Certificates of effective accident prevention are issued 
to supervisors and their groups in recognition of their suc- 
cess in avoiding lost-time accidents during the previous six 
month period. These certificates indicate the number of 
months that the organization units have gone without a 
lost-time accident. 

L. T. &T.’s plant organization units that did not have a 
lost-time accident during the last six months of 1960 have 
received certificates attesting to their freedom from lost- 
time accidents over this period or longer. They are listed 
on this page. 

Three of these organization units have been free from 
lost time accidents since the start of the present accident 
prevention program, covering a period of 21 years. An- 
other group has its record extending back to 1942, and still 
another to 1946. 

We also wish to call attention to the fact that the Con- 
struction Department people have attained at the end of 
1960, four consecutive six-month periods without a lost- 
time accident, which is an outstanding record. 

A good safety record can only come about as each one 
of us develops the right attitude to safety on the job as 
well as off the job. We must all remember that accident 
prevention is injury prevention. To each and every one of 
us, safety must be a ‘way of life,” to be practiced at all 
times, as expressed by “The Creed of a Safe Worker.”

A Significant Year 


The past year was the “busiest and 
most significant” one in the history of 
The Lincoln Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, Company President Thomas 
C. Woods, Jr., announced at the annual 
stockholders’ meeting February 7. 


Progress during the year included: 
—A gain in telephones of 6,381—an 
amount which was 2,237 more than 
in 1959 and the second largest net 
gain of any year of the Company’s 
57 years of operation. At the end of 
the year there were 148,608 tele- 
phones in service. 


—Conversion to dial of exchanges at 
Hebron and Douglas and the replac- 
ing with larger units of dial sys- 
tems at Mead, Crab Orchard, Union, 
Sutton and Waverly. As of Decem- 
ber 31, the Company was operating 
107 dial and 19 manual exchanges, 
with 87 per cent of its telephones 
dial. 

—Installation of nationwide direct 
distance dialing at Lincoln, Beatrice, 
Auburn, David City, Hebron, Wahoo, 
and 38 other exchanges. 
—Completion of the general office 
and equipment building at Lincoln 
and of exchange buildings at Hebron 
and Sutton. A new building at York 
was started and the Lincoln ware- 
house was remodeled. 


—Substantial central office equip- 
ment additions at Lincoln Hastings, 
and Beatrice as well as_ several 
smaller exchanges. 


—Addition of 157 long distance cir- 
cuits, including 58 between Lincoln 
and Omaha and 24 microwave chan- 
nels placed in service between Lin- 
coln and Wahoo. Placing in service 
of 14 long distance switchboard po- 


sitions at Lincoln and of mobile tele- 

phone service at Hastings. A total of 

6,169,254 long distance messages were 

completed. 

—Purchase of land at Unadilla and 

Union for new buildings. Negotia- 

tions were under way at the end of 

the year to purchase land near Cla- 
tonia and Alexandria to be used as 
repeater stations for the proposed 

Lincoln-Hebron microwave system. 

Also, substantial requirements were 

installed for missile bases and other 

military communications. 

Looking at the year from the dollars 
and cents standpoint, net additions to 
the plant in 1960 were $4,468,838. At 
the end of the year, total plant in serv- 
ice had increased to $55,173,414. Plant 
under construction came to $511,049. 

Average plant in service per tele- 
phone increased from $336.75 at the 
end of 1959 to $362.65 at the end of 
1960. 

Operating revenues for 1960 increased 
9.11 per cent to a total of $14,514,218. 
But operating expenses (excluding op- 
erating taxes) increased 9.68 per cent 
to a total of $9,828,332. Federal income, 
state, and local taxes for the year were 
$2,372,990—$223,063 more than in 1959. 

Expenses due to heavy storm damage 
resulting from severe winter condi- 
tions last year, and costs of moving 
equipment and other facilities at Lin- 
coln from the 14th & M building to 
the new building at 15th & M were re- 
flected in lower earnings. 

Operating income available for divi- 
dends was $1,504,963, which was $75,962 
less than in 1959. Earnings per share 
of common stock outstanding at the 
end of the year were $4.11 compared 
with $4.77 at the end of 1959.

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Murray Cuts Over 


The Murray exchange was cut over 
to a new dial system January 24 at 9 
o’clock in the morning. The $21,500 
unit increases the capacity at Murray 
from 82 lines to 120—with provisions 
for up to 200 lines.

Almost every winter there is one outstanding storm in 
the estimation of telephone men. Sometimes it is a blizzard. 
Often it is an ice or sleet storm. 


This year the “annual storm” came February 17, when 
sleet put a coating of ice on outside plant in the southeast 
portion of LT&T territory. The storm started on a Friday. 
Ice was forming on streets and highways as the earliest 
risers started for work. 

Before the day was over, there was a heavy coating of 
ice on lines in the general area of Tecumseh. 

Telephone men figuratively held their breaths that no 
wind would develop. They fervently wished for a warm, 
calm day Saturday. 

Instead, early Saturday morning the wind began io 
blow. The heavily coated toll lines began to swing and 
jump. And crews of linemen started out to patch the open 
circuits. 


Heaviest damage was in the territory east of 14th Street 
and south of “O” Street (in Lincoln.) By mid-morning 
Saturday, February 18, 149 toll circuits and 55 rural lines 
were reported out of service. As the day went on, this 
figure rose. 

But crews had.been called out early Saturday morning. 
By night, they had restored the majority of toll circuits. 

A side effect of the storm was lightning trouble. A bolt 
hit the Great Lakes Pipe Line radio service at Falls City, 
damaging LT&T underground cable and radio equipment. 


Part of the trouble experienced by LT&T occurred out- 


side our territory. 
All of the Omaha circuits were out of service from 11:31

a.m. to 12.20 p.m. Saturday. Cause was power failure at 
the Chalco repeater station in Northwestern Bell territory. 

The storm-caused difficulty put 124 Omaha toll circuits 
and 52 full period circuits out of service. 

Although the storm was troublesome, it was not a 
serious one by far. Estimated total cost of the damage is 
under $5,000—only a fraction of the expense of last year’s 
heavy snowstorms.

Annual Report to Employees 


How the Company 


Our People 


The number of people employed by the Company again went 
up last year. It rose to 1,572 persons, 44 greater than the year 
before. Four LT&T’ers observed 45th anniversaries with the 
Company. Eight noted their 40th. Ten reached their 35th. And 
many others had ten or more years with the firm. 


That telephone people are good citizens is certain. Three of 
the men were honored with Frank H. Woods awards. Ervin D. 
Mather and Sidney M. Carr were the second and third persons to 
receive the honor. Richard Fischer was the fourth. Carr and 
Fischer each, through alert, calm thinking, helped to ease suffer- 
ing of stricken subscribers. Mather rescued a woman from a 
burning house. 


Jobs and Wages 


A new program of training Central Office men was launched 
last year. This was a special 10-week course for switchmen, 
taught by E. C. Schrank. First class of four men opened June 13; 
By the year’s end, a total of eight men had finished the 10-week 
course and four men a shortened, four-week one. 


The training results in a good foundation of knowledge for 
central office men and also in standardizing of methods through 
the Company. 

A new working agreement was reached Nov. 25. It provided 
for wage increases of from $1.50 to $4.00 per week for men and 
from $1.25 to $2.50 a week for women. 


Benefits 


Pensions were made more liberal by raising the minimums for 
those who have over 30 years of service. The four-week vacation 
was granted to those with 25 years of service. 


Life insurance at a reduced rate continued to be offered. And 
the Company continued various types of aid to employee groups, 
such as TEMBA, Co-Op, and Pioneers. 

Other benefits included such things as: 

The annual picnic in August and the Christmas parties in 
December. Bowling leagues, tournaments and _ buffets. Golf 
round-up and tourney. Game facilities in employee rooms. 


Health and Safety 


Under the Company health program, these measures were 
offered: 


(1) Anti-flu inoculations. (2) Fourth ‘‘booster’’ anti-polio shots 
for those who had not had them. (3) Chest X-Rays to detect TB 
and other chest ailments. (4) Vitamin pills at a reduced cost. 


There were 582 employees and retired people who took the 
‘flu shots. There were 730 Lincoln employees who had free chest 
X-Rays. And 1,448 jars of vitamin pills were sold ($1,810 worth.) 
Polio shots were not given in a large group, but to individuals, 
as needed. 

Safety bulletins, meetings, and other promotions were con- 
tinued in an effort to make our people as free of accidents as 
possible. 
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Fared in 1960 


Conversions 


The big conversion of the year was the one to coast-to-coast 
Direct Distance Dialing on December 4. The Company became the 
first in the state to offer this service. 


Other major conversions were: 


The cutover to dial at Hebron February 7. The cutover to a 
new dial office at Sutton December 20. 


More minor conversions included equipment changes at Mead, 
Crab Orchard, Union, and Waverly during the year. At the same 
time as the cut to coast-to-coast dialing, Denton, Pleasant Dale, 
Malcolm, Raymond, Davey, Waverly, Greenwood, Bennett and 
Huskerville were changed to seven-digit numbers. Douglas was 
converted from manual to dial operation. 

Getting ready for future conversion, ground was broken in 
December for a new York building. And a new building at Husker- 
ville was prepared to receive equipment.

Modernization 


There were several steps making methods more modern than 
last year. Some of the biggest ones come in the Accounting De- 
partment, where more and more chores were given to data process- 
ing machines. 

In mid-year, the electronic devices took over billing of sub- 
scriber accounts. Methods of handling cash also were revised, 
adding to data processing duties. 

Plant modernization included: 

Remodeling of the Warehouse building. An addition to the 
48th and South building in Lincoln. Laying of underground cable 
to provide more trunks to Waverly. Pressurizing of additional toll 
cables to decrease failures. 

The move to the new general office and equipment building 
in Lincoln, completed early last year. 


The State of LT&T 


Operating revenues rose to new highs last year and expenses 
kept pace. Revenues were $14,514,218—a gain of 9.11 per cent. 
Expenses were $12,201,322—a rise of 9.82 per cent. Earnings 
per share of common stock were $4.11 as compared to $4.77 in 
1959. 


Affecting the earnings picture were substantial non-recurring 
expenses. These include: (1) The cost of the final move of gen- 
eral offices. (2) Installation there of the expanded No. 2 ex- 
change. (3) Introduction of electronic machine accounting. (4) 
Revisions of accounting. (5) An unusually severe winter. 


The Company had a net gain of 6,381 telephones during the 
year, the second greatest number for any year. Employees helped 
sell 2,546 extensions. There were 148,608 company stations at 
the end of the year. Telephone usage went to a record high of 
6,169,254 long distance calls, producing an increase of 13.72 
per cent in toll revenues. 


One of the busy machines in the data processing center is this card- 
proving machine. It is being operated by Judy Goike. 


On March 4, 1960, $4,500,000 of bonds were sold to institu- 
tional investors. Proceeds were used to repay $2,050,000 of bank 
loans and to finance the capital construction program. Long- 
term debt outstanding at the end of the year was $21,440,000. 
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Added to the list of ““extras’’ offered to the public was this Star-Lite 
telephone, pictured alongside a larger, standard instrument. The smart 
new model appeared in December of last year.

They are all using the 
Home Bound Student installation avail- 
able to those who can’t attend classes. 


One of the latest to use the system, 
although not exactly typical, is a third 
grade Crete girl, Cynthia Dragoo. 

Other installations include: 

Three at Ceresco, one of which was 
just hooked up. One at Fairbury. One 
at Seward, in its second year of opera- 
tion. One at Harvard. 


Some of the students, like Cynthia, 
have temporary ailments. Others may 
be more permanently impaired. But no 
matter the reason that the child can’t 
attend school, the effect of the home- 
to-school connection is about the same. 


Earlier issues of The Telephone News 
have carried stories on student installa- 
tions at Ceresco, Seward and Fairbury. 
At these locations parents, students and 
educators all were pleased with the 
results.

sensed a story of unusual drama and 
human interest. The resulting feature 
indicates that the service appears as 
wonderful to an “outsider” as it does 
to telephone people. 

But let’s tell the story in the words 
of the Crete News. 

““We'll have reading class now, 
children, said Mrs. Bessie Nebel- 
sick. “Will you read for us first, 
Cindy?’ 

“The scene was a typical third 
grade classroom at Crete Elemen- 
tary Schocl. However, when Cindy 
began to read, the scene became 
unique. She was not one of the 
children sitting in the sunny room. 
Cindy’s voice, reading her third 
grade assignments, came clearly 
over a small brown box sitting on 
Mrs. Nebelsick’s desk. 

“Cynthia Dragoo, eight-year-old 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Donald 
Dragoo, was playing in a park in 
Fairbury last November 27. She 
was pushing a swing when she 
caught her heel and couldn’t get 
out of the way before the swing 
swung into her and knocked her 


down. A bone located two inches 
below Cindy’s hip suffered a jagged 
break. Cindy was taken to a local 
hospital and then home. 

“The doctor told her that it 
would be some time before she 
could return to her third grade 
classroom. The prospects of a lost 
school year were great. 

“That is, until the processes were 
started to connect a home-school 
communication system to the 
Dragoo home and Cindy’s class- 
room at school...” 

“There is a small box on Miss 
Nebelsick’s desk, likened to a small 
two-way radio. All classroom talk 
is picked up by the box and trans- 
mitted to Cindy’s bedside. When 
she wishes to answer a question or 
participate in classroom work, she 
pushes a bar on her part of the 
communication system and her 
voice is transmitted to the school- 
room. 

“Cindy, who is in a cast from her 
shoulders to her right knee, is thus 
keeping up with the other third 
graders.” 


TEMBA Rolls Up a Profit for the Past Year

They Pay 
Our Bills 


Three busy people paid out $20,041,768 
for the Company last year. They work 
in the voucher unit of Disbursement 


Accounting. 
The three people are John Back- 
strom, voucher’ supervisor, Evette 


Meyer, and Beverly Hladik. 

Through their unit passed about 
116,000 checks last year. Largest single 
expenditure was approximately 40,716 
payroll checks. These totalled $6,803,195 
in cash. Another 30,500 checks were for 
dividend payments sent to stockholders. 
Also included are 7,691 checks made out 
to various firms, persons and agencies 
not on the payroll. 

There were 75 employees, who last 
year issued 37,023 field drafts, of which 
about 18,000 were refund and commis- 
sion drafts. These also were handled 
by the voucher unit. 

Another measurement of the opera- 
tion of the unit is the fact that in an 
average month, $1,670,147 is disbursed. 

One of the most important functions 
of the voucher unit is to verify each 
and every dollar spent as to account 
Classification. This involves checking 
all items previously classified by others 
and supplying the proper account clas- 
sification when not shown. 

There is an orderly procedure to this 
spending. 

It all starts with an order of some 
type. This may be a letter or purchase 
order on form LT88. 

All items which are received are ac- 
companied, preceded or followed by an 
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Every bill sent to the Company passes over this desk. Here John Backstrom, voucher supervisor, is 


shown checking invoices to monthly statements which are submitted for payment. 


invoice. This invoice is approved by 
proper authority and forwarded to the 


voucher unit. 

There Voucher Supervisor Backstrom 
checks it against purchase orders. In 
some instances payment is made im- 
mediately. Usually, however, the pay- 
ment is made from a statement sent to 
us later in the month. 

When each statement is received, it is 
checked by Backstrom against the in- 
voices—and adjusted if necessary. Each 
invoice is also checked for proper ap- 
proval. 

A voucher number is then assigned 
and a check is written. By this “key” 
number the statement is known and 
filed. Then each invoice and statement 
is cancelled to prevent duplicate pay- 
ment of that invoice. 

Checks are then sent to the Treasurer 
where they are entered in the cash

book and mailed to the proper person 
or firm. 

At this point, all vouchers are sent to 
the General Service Bureau for micro- 
filming. It requires about a roll and a 
half of micro-film to record an average 
month’s activity. 

The tremendous saving of space by 
this process is indicated by the fact that 
24 file drawers of original papers, when 
micro-filmed, take up approximately a 
fourth of a drawer in a micro-film cab- 
inet. At this ratio, about 55 years’ ac- 
cumulation of vouchers could be filed 
in one micro-film storage cabinet. 

Deadline for the voucher unit is the 
10th of the month. This is no easy time, 
since everything must be in balance, 
all exchange summary tickets must be 
prepared, all checks must be written 
and all items otherwise cleared by the 


deadline. 


Current vouchers are 
filed by number for 
easy reference. There 
they are available if 
any question regard- 
ing them comes up.

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Payroll Checks Printed by IBM 


You may have noticed a slight change 
in the look of your paycheck. There’s 
been one. It is most noticeable in the 
size of type and style of figures used in 
imprinting the amount. 

This was brought about by a switch 
to Data Processing. When the check 
writer previously in use gave out, it 
was decided to use data processing 
equipment rather than go to the ex- 
pense of a major repair or replacing 
of the other machine. 

As before, blank checks are prepared 
by the General Service Bureau. They 
are addressographed with names and 
addresses and check number. This 
number is also punched into the card. 

The checks are delivered to the 
Treasurer’s office, divided into payroll 
segments and relayed to Disbursement 
Accounting where the payroll is made 
out manually. 

Records of employee earnings are 
sent with the other material to Data 


Here’s what Data 
Processing uses in 
making out payroll 
checks. In the fore- 
ground is a_ check. 
Behind it is a work 
card, and at the rear 


is a pile of payroll 
slips. 


Processing, where the information is 
key punched. “Work cards” are made 
up, simulating each check. Key punch- 
ers key in the amount and verify it. 
When an error is found, they discard 
the bad work card and make a new one. 

Work cards, arranged in the same 
order as the checks, are put in a repro- 
ducing machine that automatically 
prints in the amount on the check. 

Usually the Data Processing Center 
starts in on the payroll checks about 
Tuesday and is finished by Thursday. 
This gives ample time for meeting the 
payroll on Friday. 

The system now being used is a fore- 
runner of complete Data Processing 
handling of some Company paychecks. 
At present, the Traffic payroll is being 
programmed for computation by the 
650 Data Processing machine. This step 
will bring about 40 per cent of the 
Company payroll into Data Processing 
for machine computing. 


O' Street 


Project 
Causes 


Cable Move 


One of the big street improvement 
projects in Lincoln has turned out to be 
a pretty hefty revamping job for The 
Lincoln Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany also. It is the widening of O 
Street, scheduled to begin this spring. 


Affected is the Company’s under- 
ground cable along the street. This is 
enclosed in a six-duct vitreous tile con- 
duit as far as 48th Street, where it re- 
duces in size. A three-inch concrete 
cap covers and stabilizes the conduit. 


In “conflict” with this tile is the pro- 
posed storm sewer system which is a 
part of the street improvement. 


There are five locations where the 
sewer must run through a spot where 
the main cable line is now located. 
There are about six situations where 
the sewer will conflict with laterals 
feeding off the main telephone conduit. 

In some cases the cable may be 
moved to one side to avoid the sewer. 
In others it can be moved up or down. 
In one case it must be shifted both 
laterally and vertically to avoid the 
conflict. 

In order to move the cable, the exist- 
ing tile will have to be broken away. 
This must be done without disturbing 
the cable itself. Then the cable must 
be shifted. Finally it must be re- 
encased in tile conduit. 

A special split tile will be used to 
enclose the moved section of cable. The 
six-duct type comes in four pleces. 
These will be fitted around the cable 
and a mortar “Bandage” put around 
the joints. Each piece will be held in 
alignment by steel dowel pins. The 
whole thing will be encased in concrete. 

Another problem is the Wyuka ceme- 
tery location, where a cement retaining 
wall must be put in by the city. As 
plans now stand, concrete sheet piling 
will be driven into place. 
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instances, was out of the way of the 
sewer. 


Then came the job of engineering the 
required changes. Because the under- 
ground tile must have drainage, this 
presented some problems. The tile con- 
duit is laid out so that water will run 
into manholes or sumps instead of re- 
maining in the cable. . 

This means that any change In loca- 
tion must not disturb the flow line. 

In most cases, the drainage was 
maintained by going back a few feet 
and planning the re-location on a 
slightly different slope. But in one case 
the most practical way was to plan for 
an additional manhole. | 

This probably won't be the last time 
the Company will face this type of 
project. As the city’s schedule now 
stands, “O” will be widened from 32nd 
to 50th this year; will be re-vamped 
from 50th to the east city limits in 1962; 
and will be broadened from 27th to 
32nd in 1963. 


LT&T Adopts New Statement 


There’s a new look to our subscriber 
Statements this month. 


Starting with the February 11 billing 
period, toll charges for all customers 
were listed on a separate statement 
Sheet. Previously small toll users had 
the long distance calls listed on the 
card bill. 


In connection with this change, the 
card statement has also been revamped. 


The new auxiliary statement is ex- 
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pected to save time in the preparation 
of bills. Arrangement on the revised 
bills is expected to eliminate the muti- 
lation of numbers that sometimes oc- 
curred. Combining of local and long 
distance tax will also speed up the 
printing of bills. (This procedure is 
used by most telephone companies.) 

The new closing or final bill is yellow 
in color. This will eliminate possible 
confusion since the color clearly identi- 
fies it as a final statement.

The Driver Is the Key 


Courtesy Makes for Safety 


By J. S. Reed 


According to accident statistics, only 
15 per cent of all vehicle accidents are 
caused by mechanical failure. Human 
failure, so as to speak, accounts for 85 
per cent of the accidents. 


Human failure may be defined as 
any failing over which the driver has 
physical control. Human failure in- 
cludes such obvious acts as speeding, 
reckless driving, and driving while in- 
toxicated. However, there are certain 
hidden characteristics which are just 
as important in causing traffic acci- 
dents. These are poor driving habits 
and lack of emotional control. 


In everyday living we follow a code 
of fair play and good manners that has 
become accepted as part of good social 
living. In our homes, in schools, at 
social events and in practically every 
personal and group activity in which 
we take part, we practice common cour- 
tesies. Good driving behavior is a re- 
sult of a good attitude, and good high- 
way manners can become just as much 
a matter of habit as other kinds of man- 
ners. The right attitude and proper 
habits often mean the difference be- 
tween living and a life snuffed out. 


Being a good legal driver is not al- 
ways enough to protect you. Good driv- 
ing attitudes and habits are important 
factors in preventing traffic accidents. 

Cheating on the law, or being im- 


“Tailgating” is a 
dangerous practice 
and is contrary to de- 
fensive driving prin- 
cipies. Keep at least 
a car length’s away 
for each 10 miles an 
hour driving speed— 
much more in_ icy 
weather. 
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patient with other drivers, are faulty 
attitudes. Taking a chance of any kind 
is a dangerous habit. Authorities who 
have studied the subject agree that the 
great majority of traffic accidents are 
caused by bad mental attitudes and 
habits. 

Good driving attitudes and habits are 
the basis of a technique known as de- 
fensive driving. Driving defensively, 
not only in Company-owned vehicles, 
but also in your own autos will pay 
handsome dividends in thousands of 
miles of accident-free travel. We wvec- 
ommend the following rules of defen- 
sive driving to all L.T.&T. people who 
drive cars: 

1. Defensive driving is driving alert- 
ly and intelligently while thinking and 
looking ahead to see what might hap- 
pen. Keep a look out for the other 
drivers and be on guard against their 
possible bad driving habits. Drive ata 
safe speed so you can stop in time to 
avoid another driver’s mistakes. 

2. Obey traffic rules and regulations. 
Defensive driving calls for watching 
out not only for the other driver but 
heeding traffic signs and being on the 
alert for pedestrians. A stopped school 
bus means two things: Stop, and look 
out for children. And when school is 
out, keep in mind that a bouncing ball 
on the road is likely to be followed by 
a running child. 


3. Scan the road ahead. The sooner 
you see danger the more time you'll 
have to avoid it. Driving at night adds 
numerous hazards and demands much 
closer attention than daytime driving. 
When visibility is reduced, it is not 
possible to see far enough to allow for 
usual reaction time and stopping dis- 
tance. Headlight glare further reduces 
visibility. Therefore, speed must be re- 
duced and caution increased. 


4. Use the rear view mirror. It will 
show what the driver behind is doing. 
If a motorist “tailgates”’ or follows too 
closely, slow down gradually and let 
him pass. Always give the driver be- 
hind you adequate warning of your in- 
tentions to stop or turn by giving, 
whenever possible, the proper signal 
at least 100 feet before turning or stop- 
ping. 

5. Keep a safe distance from the car 
ahead. Then you'll be able to stop sud- 
denly if necessary. Don’t rely solely on 
the brake lights of the vehicle ahead— 
They may not be in working order. 
And don’t put complete faith in the ac- 
curacy of the other driver’s arm sig- 
nals. Some motorists have been known 
to do just the opposite of what they 
signal. When stopping behind other 
vehicles, don’t pull up to the rear 
bumper. Leave a safety margin. 


6. Yield right-of-way. It’s much bet- 
ter to “lose” your rights and save your 
life. Drivers who think they lawfully 
have the right-of-way can be lured into 
an intersection pile-up. It takes two to 
tangle and after chance-takers are al- 
ready in the intersection, it’s too late 
for either driver to prevent a collision. 

Remember: to drive defensively is to 


drive safely.

Four Towns 


Cut to DDD 


Four towns were cut over to Direct 
Distance Dialing on March 4. They 
were Valparaiso, Ashland, Milford, and 
Ceresco. 


Another four are scheduled to be cut 
to DDD in the next two months. Elm- 
wood is to be cut April 1. Wilber, 
Adams and Clatonia are to be cut 
May 1. 

At Huskerville work has been started 
on installing of equipment in the new 
building. Installation work converting 
Benedict and Grafton from magneto to 
dial operation has been started. And a 
building has been erected at Gresham. 

Unadilla will be converted to dial on 
Tuesday, April 4. Cost of the change 
will be about $37,000. Dial equipment is 
being installed in a new building, lo- 
cated a block west and a half block 
north of the present building. 

The conversion will bring seven- 
numeral calling to Unadilla. All num- 
bers will have the prefix 828. A new 
telephone directory is to be published 
before the new system is put in service. 

Work has been going on for several 
months. Town and rural lines have 
been rebuilt and extended. Wiring has 
been replaced, where needed, in homes 
and business places. And telephone 
instruments in town have been changed 
to the dial type, as will be rural tele- 
phones. 


There will be full selective ringing on 
rural lines. 

Long distance and service calls will 
be handled at Nebraska City. Lines are 
being built between Unadilla and Ne- 
braska City for this purpose. 

Capacity of the new Unadilla office 
will be 120 lines, an ample margin for 
growth. The present switchboard has 
90 lines and the exchange serves 232 
phones, of which 129 are rural. 


A Moment to Check Now May Save an 


Thirty seconds or a minute checking 
at the proper time may save hours of 
research later. That was the message 
R. H. Spohn presented in a series of 
meetings on Plant accounting reports. 

Spohn, disbursement accounting 
manager, visited every area office in 
the Company territory, except Lincoln. 
Exchange Plant men came in to the 
area offices for the meetings. 

“Our employees are doing a good job 
on the reports,” said Spohn. “They are 
doing much better than five years ago. 
But if you can improve 50 per cent, 
it would be that much better.” 

Besides causing much extra work, 
mistakes may result in the Company 
paying too much or too little income 
tax. Or it could cause a plant man’s 
pay check to be wrong. 

A mistake such as a wrong estimate 
number doesn’t show up for months. 
Then it may take a letter and hours of 
research to correct. But at the time the 


report is made out it would only take 
moments to make sure the number is 
right. 


In regard to the tax, the Company 
pays a 52 per cent income tax. An hour 
of time amounts to about three dollars 
on the books. This means that if an 
hour of time was incorrectly charged 
to current expense, it would be taken 
off of revenue and the tax would be 
wrongly reduced by about a dollar and 
a half. 


On the other hand, if an hour of time 
which should be charged to current ex- 
pense was not, the Company would pay 
about a dollar and a half too much tax. 


When a plant man is off for, say, four 
hours, the Company must know why. 
Some time off is paid for and some isn’t. 
If not properly entered, a man could be 
docked for time which should be paid. 


Spohn told of one case where a man 
reported four hours off but didn’t

clearly explain it. Accountants couldn’t 
figure why he was off, so docked the 
man. When his pay check arrived the 
guy declared he was underpaid. By 
this time, the report had been forgotten 
and had to be dug out of the files. 


It turned out that the time off was 
for the funeral of a close relative. This 
time is paid by the Company. But office 
workers just couldn’t figure out the 
reason for his absence. 


Instruction tours like last month’s 
are conducted every two years or So. 
As in the past, there were several in- 
stances this time where plant men 
learned they had been filling out forms 
in the wrong way. 


Spohn illustrated his talks with sam- 
ple work reports. He was accompanied 
on the trip by Herman Studier, outside 
plant supervisor, and on parts of the 
tour by Dick Yost and Bob Tyler, Ac- 
counting. 


All-Numeral Numbers Started in Lincoln 


A change to all-numeral telephone 
numbers has been started in Lincoln. 
The gradual switch will take place 
over about two years. After that, all 
Lincoln numbers will be all-numeral 
insead of two-letter, five numeral. 

The change began March 1. At that 
time all orders for change of listing 
were assigned the new type of number. 
Information operators are being given 
both types. 

For one year the Company will use 
both types of numbers. Then, on De- 
cember 1, 1962, there will be a final 
change to all-numerals in Lincoln. 

There is one exception to the mixed 
numbers. This is the bills sent to cus- 


tomers. These will continue to carry 
the 2L-5N numbers until the complete 
change. Reason is the fact that billing 
machines cannot be set to take both 
types of numbers. 


The change to all-numeral calling 
won’t really change any numbers. The 
only revision will be in the way they 
are listed. 


Instead of being GArfield, that prefix 
will become 42. GRover will be 47. 
HEmlock will be 43. IDlewood will be 
43. INgersoll will be 46. IVanhoe will 
be 48. 


The change is in step with a national 
trend. It will do away with much con- 


fusion and make possible more combi- 
nations of seven digits. 

Dialing an all-numeral number is 
faster and easier. It wipes out confu- 
sion between the letter “O” and the 
figure “0” (zero) and between the let- 
ter “I” and the figure “1” (one). It 
also does away with the mental shift 
needed to dial combinations of letters 
and figures. 

All-numeral calling will give “elbow- 
room” for future growth of services. 
There will be space for PBX in-dialing, 
mobile radio dialing, and others. 


It will also help engineers create 
smaller phones in the future. 


Co-Op Association Has Bigger and Better Year 


1960 was a bigger and better year for 
the Employes Co-Operative Credit As- 
sociation. Figures compiled for the an- 
nual report were greater almost all the 
way along the line. Exceptions were 
the surplus and reserves fund which 
shrank slightly by $300 and expenses 
which dropped about $60. 

There were more dollars than ever 
put out on loan. The 1960 total came 
to $406,356 as compared to $394,064 in 
1959 and $317,660 in 1958. Investments 
were up about $3,000 to $192,937. Cash 
climbed to $90,688, about triple what 
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it was the year before. Deposits and 
shares grew about $70,000 to $661,109 
and the guaranty fund jumped about 
$1,500 to $12,398. 

There was $23,682 paid out in inter- 
est on savings accounts and $4,499 paid 
out in dividends on shares. 

Interest on savings accounts and div- 
idends on shares was paid at the rate 
of 5 per cent. This was the highest rate 
paid in recent years. 

Because of the increased income, the 
directors decided to refund to each bor- 
rower five per cent of the interest that 


the association earned on the borrow- 
ers’ loan during 1960. 

Re-elected officers of the organiza- 
tion were R. H. Spohn, president; Kent 
Eno, vice president; Dick Hobson, treas- 
urer; and Jack Caldwell, secretary.

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Stay Safe 
At Home 


Is safety everybody’s business? In 
1959, off-duty accidents slaughtered 29,- 
000 Americans and caused 2,300,000 to 
suffer painful, disabling injuries. Even 
in our homes—where we like to think 
we are really safe—5,800 Americans 
were killed and 900,000 were disabled 
by accidents. 

Wouldn’t this mean that safety 1s 
truly everybody’s business? 


On the job we depend upon others 
to train us and to provide us with safe- 
ty devices. But when we're off the job, 
we’re on our own. We have no experts, 
no specialists to supervise and influence 
our behavior. 

Take the case of a sedentary worker 
who is over-weight and lacks sufficient 
exercise. At work, he wouldn't think 
of moving a heavy object without call- 
ing for help. At home, however, with 
no help readily available, he tackles 
the job alone and thereby invites a 
sprain, a strained back or possibly a 
slipped disc. 


When a tool used by an employee 
shows signs of dangerous weal, he 
would most certainly report it for re- 
pair. But when he notices that the brake 
pedal on his family car nearly touches 
the floor-board on a quick stop, he de- 
cides to wait until after pay day to get 
it fixed. Then at a busy intersection, he 
discovers too late that accident statistics 
are made by people who put things off. 

Too often we’re inclined to blame 
circumstances or surprise Situations 
when really we just don’t take safety 
home with us and make it our business. 


The leadership we get and the safety 
procedures that we are required to fol- 
low on the job must come from our- 
selves, for ourselves while we're off the 
job. 

Accepting responsibility for our 
health and safety and for the health 
and safety of our families, 1S an 1m- 
portant goal for each and every one of 
US.

LT&T is now offering its customers 
a novel type of service which enables 
messages to be handwritten and instant- 
ly transmitted to a distant point for 
exact reproduction on a receiving unit. 
The Electrowriter system is designed 
to reproduce the message, data or 
sketch as it is prepared on the trans- 
mitter unit by means of a ball point 
pen attached to the actuating mech- 
anism in the unit. This reproduction is 
made on any number of receiving units 
located at any distance from the trans- 
mitting unit connected by a regular 
telephone circuit or direct wire. The 
pen on the receiving unit moves in 
exact synchronization with the one at 
the transmitting end. 

A somewhat technical explanation of 
the operation by which the Electro- 
writer transmits and reproduces the pen 
movements is as follows: 

In the transmitting unit, the motions 
of the transmitting pen are split by 
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Figure 1. Diagram of Electrowriter transmitter 
showing horizontal and_ vertical fre- 
quency oscillator units and transducers 
for converting pen motions to horizontal 
and vertical frequencies for transmission 
over line. The 120 cps source modulates 
horizontal frequency to provide means of 
bringing pen in contact with writing 
paper at receiver.

means of a linkage into two curvilinear 
coordinates corresponding to left-right 
and up-down. Each coordinate is trans- 
mitted by varying the frequency of a 
continuous tone by means of position 
frequency transducers. The transdu- 
ers translate the different pen positions 
to corresponding frequencies. Two 
bands of frequencies are employed, one 
consisting of frequencies from 2060 to 
2340 cps for the horizontal coordinate, 
and the other from 1310 to 1490 cps for 
the vertical coordinate. A frequency 
change from the beginning to the end 
of one band corresponds to the full 
range of horizontal or vertical pen 
travel along the respective coordinates. 
Each point on the writing surface thus 
determines the frequencies of the two 
audio carriers. Figure 1 shows a dia- 
gram of the basic components of the 
transmitter unit. 

Pushing down on the pen at the 
transmitter unit operates a microswitch

to set up a 120-cycle current modulat- 
ing the horizontal coordinate frequency. 
At the receiver unit, this 120-cycle cur- 
rent is converted to a direct current to 
operate a “mark” relay that pulls the 
pen down on the paper, preparatory to 
the writing operation. 

In the receiver unit, the coordinate 
signals are used in a local servo loop 
to control the motion of the receiving 
pen by the rotation of two shafts con- 
nected to a pantograph carrying the 
pen. Each of these shafts carries a 
servo motor rotor and a sensing unit. 
The servo motors are energized by 
special balance servo amplifiers. Fig- 
ure 2 illustrates the layout of the re- 
ceiver components in diagramatic form. 

Position transducers sense the instan- 
taneous shaft positions and adjust 
tuned audio circuits accordingly. These 
tuned circuits are used as the frequency 
determining portion of discriminators 
into which the incoming signals are fed. 
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Now You Can Write by Phone 


The DC discriminator output is zero 
only when the position of the shaft cor- 
responds accurately to that called for 
by the incoming signal; otherwise, a 
DC error voltage is generated which 
drives the pen motor to correct the 
error. The position transducer uses a 
rotary transformer, consisting of a sta- 
tor and a rotary pickup coil. The ratio 
between pickup coil voltage and stator 
voltage determines the angular posi- 
tion. | 

Each vertical and horizontal coordl- 
nate employs a fixed tuned circuit, 
tuned to the center frequency of its re- 
spective range. The rotary transformer, 
in conjunction with a highly stable 
amplifier, adjusts the frequency above 
or below the center value. 

Electrowriter transmission is over 
regular telephone circuits (either wire 
or radio) within a plant or office, with- 
in a city, between cities, or coast-to- 
coast. The written message can be 
transmitted anywhere that a local or 
long distance telephone call can be 
made, with regular rates applying for 
long distance messages. 

The Electrowriter may be used for 
strictly writing purposes 1n any num- 
ber, over leased circuits of any distance, 
without associated telephone sets. Add- 
ed flexibility in station selection 1s 
available with dials or push buttons. 
Alerting devices such as bells, buzzers, 
or lamps may be used. 

The Electrowriter instruments are 
self-contained, fully transistorized units. 
Only an electrical outlet for the opera- 
tion of the units, and a palr of wires 
are needed for the signal circuit. The 
power consumption is 13 watts. The 
instruments are 9% inches wide, 14- 
15/16 inches long and have a height of 
five inches in front and six inches in 
the back. The writing surface 1s five 
inches by 3% inches. 

The paper used may be made up with 
sprocket holes for turning or a friction 
fed paper is also available. The paper 
may be plain, ruled, or printed in any 
form desired, within the basic measure- 
ments. 

The tariff as approved by the Ne- 
braska Railway Commission provides 
a monthly rate of $31 for the transmit-

ter, $23 for the receiver and an installa- 
tion charge of $10 for each unit. If an 
associated telephone is used, an addi- 
tional monthly charge of $1 is made. 

Because of its versatility, the service 
may be used by almost any business. 
It is especially adaptable for such cus- 
tomers as airlines, banks, hotels, stock 
brokers, shipping companies, restau- 
rants, military installations, hospitals, 
and industrial plants. 

It is also possible to “write by tele- 
phone” and talk alternately over a tele- 
phone on the same connection. For this 
purpose, the telephone is equipped with 
a key and holding coil. 

LT&T has made its first installation 
of the Electrowriter at the Lincoln Air 
Force Base where eight units are being 
used for weather reporting and other 
applications. The supply and main- 
tenance people there are now making 
surveys on the possibility of installing 
40 units on the base.

Cash for Ideas 


Many Have Benefited 


From Suggestion Plan 


Since 1945 hundreds of employees 
have submitted suggestions and re- 
ceived cash awards for their ideas on 
how to improve the Company. This has 
been done through a suggestion pro- 
gram. 

Purpose of the plan is to encourage 
the presenting of suggestions and to 
provide for an appropriate rewarding 
of acceptable ideas. 

Awards range from $10 up. There is 
no definite maximum award. Taken into 
consideration in setting the amount is 
value derived by the Company from the 
suggestion. 

Any employee may take part. Here 
is the way it works: 

An employee may obtain a suggestion 
blank from his supervisor or the per- 
sonnel office. This blank has regula- 
tions on the back. 

He then fills in his suggestion and 
signs the blank. He puts it in an enve- 
lope and sends it via Company mail to 
the suggestion committee. 

A committee of six representatives 
reviews suggestions. There is a man 
from Engineering, Commercial, Traffic, 
Planning, Controller’s and Plant de- 
partments. Chairman is the personnel 
Supervisor. When this committee gets a 
Suggestion, the name of the employee 
submitting it is withheld. This insures 
impartiality. 

A careful investigation is made of 
each suggestion, no matter how unusual 
or unapplicable it might seem at first. 


Here’s the front 
view of the suggestion 
form used by the 
Company. These forms 
may be obtained from 
supervisors or from 
the Personnel depart- 
ment. 


When a suggestion is found to be one 
which should be adopted, a value is set 
and a check sent to the suggestor. 

Sometimes suggestions are held be- 
cause they are not applicable at the 
time they were submitted. Occasionally 
conditions change so that a previously 
rejected suggestion can be adopted. This 
sometimes results in a suggestion being 
accepted and rewarded months — or 
even years—after it was turned in. 

The Suggestion Committee meets on 
the second Tuesday of each month. 
Present one is composed of: J. H. Hart- 
ley, chairman; Roy Carlson, Engineer- 
ing; A. M. Newens, Commercial; R. B. 
Hobson, Traffic; R. T. Wakeman, Plan- 
ning; R. H. Spohn, Controller’s and R. J. 
Connors, Plant. 

The present suggestion program was 
announced in May of 1945. Since then 
it has undergone some changes. 

At first, there were five classes of 
suggestions, carrying awards of $2, 
$3.50, $5, $7.50, or $10. A special pro- 
vision for awards up to $100 was also 
made. 

These classes have been eliminated, 
the minimum raised to $10, and the top 
limit taken off. 

First Suggestion Committee was com- 
posed of Guy O. Seaton, personnel di- 
rector, chairman; George P. Barney, 
Plant; A. O. Andrews, Traffic; B. J. 
Sievers, Accounting; and K. L. Lawson, 
Commercial. 

The current suggestion program was 


1. All employees with the exception of officers, superintendents and department 
heads are eligible to receive suggestion awards. 
2. The idea must originate with the suggestor.

3. To be eligible for an award a suggestion must not duplicate an improvement al- 


4. A suggestion that has been submitted and not approved may be resubmitted at a 
later date if, in the opinion of the employee, the circumstances or conditions have 


changed to the extent that the suggestion should be reconsidered.

8. Ideas should be presented as clearly and completely as possible. Additional 
material such as charts, drawings, computations, etc., may be recorded on separate 
sheets and attached to the suggestion blank. 

9. Awards for each suggestion accepted will generally range from $10 up. 


5. Suggestions will be serially numbered in the order received. In case of duplication 
only the suggestion received first will be considered for an award.

not the first such plan for LT&T. 

Sometime in late 1922 or early 1923 
a suggestion program administered by 
the Plant Department was set up. It 
was more limited in scope, but far- 
reaching for the times. Boxes for sug- 
gestions were placed at convenient 
points. 

Award was usually a dollar—which 
was worth considerably more in those 
days than it is now. 

However, supervisory employees 
were barred from the program. And 
employees were not allowed to submit 
suggestions concerning their own de- 
partment. It was felt that they owed 
this to the Company. 

This early-day program had its ups 
and downs. 

In the February 1928 issue of The 
Telephone News it was mentioned that 
the plan “Adopted some five years ago” 
had resulted in 500 suggestions, of 
which about 25 per cent had been put 
into practice. In December and Jan- 
uary of 1928 50 suggestions had been 
submitted. 

In April of 1928 the Telephone News 
declared that: 

“More than 300 suggestions have been 
received by the Suggestion Committee 
during the months of February and 
March, according to a report compiled 
as of March 29. Investigation has been 
concluded on a part of these and a com- 
mendable proportion of those submit- 
ted have been adopted either in whole 
or in part.” 

However, the restrictions on submit- 
ting of suggestions must have hampered 
the program. It apparently died a na- 
tural death after several flurries of re- 
sponse. 

The present program is much wider 
in scope and more generous in rewards. 
It has resulted in a steady stream of 
suggestions over the past 16 years and 
untold improvement in the efficiency of 
the Company.

The Wanamaker store in Philadel- 
phia, founded by Mr. John Wanamaker 
in 1861, celebrates its 100th anniver- 
sary this year. 

The Philadelphia store first used 
Bell telephones in February 1879, and 
the first private branch exchange was 
established in the store in the fall of 
1900—with 25 stations. 

On May 31, 1905, continuous day and 
night service was inaugurated—an in- 
novation for any store. 

During the subsequent years, the 
telephone system has continued to in- 
crease so that today there are about 
1000 telephones installed for incoming 
and outgoing calls, plus nearly that 
number of house phones. In 1959, for 
example, approximately four million 
calls came in and out of the store car- 
ried by 150 lines. 

The Bell Telephone Company of 
Philadelphia was organized in 1879, 
and in the directory for February—the 
first one issued — the Wanamaker 


4O Years’ Service for 


The calendar turned to 40 years of 
service for Frank Nevitt, Beatrice, last 
month. His actual anniversary was 
March 24, but the occasion was offi- 
cially observed a few days earlier on 
March 20.

store was one of the 269 subscribers. 
“Telephone News” for June 8, 1906 re- 
ported that Wanamaker’s was the first 
store to install a private exchange. At 
that time the Wanamaker switchboard 
was run by twelve operators and con- 
nected up nearly 19,000 miles of wire 
within the store. It was the largest 
store system in the world. 

As far back as 1874, following the 
electrical exhibits at the Philadelphia 
Franklin Institute and the Centennial 
Exhibition, Mr. Wanamaker became 
most interested in Mr. Edison’s inven- 
tion. One of the amusing stories of the 
infancy of the telephone industry had 
to do with Mr. Wanamaker’s Bell in- 
terest. 

Bell’s men were having a hard time 
to get people to pay attention to what 
was regarded as a toy. Realizing the 
possibilities, Mr. Wanamaker agreed to 
have a demonstration in his house. At 
that time Mr. Wanamaker had just 
moved into a substantial residence at

1336 Walnut Street in Philadelphia and 
Mrs. Wanamaker had seen to it that 
the furnishings did justice to the home. 

A large and prominent group was in- 
vited to the Bell telephone demonstra- 
tion. The apparatus consisted of two 
instruments, wires and batteries con- 
nected up from a room on the third 
floor to the parlor—the wires being laid 
on the stairs and through doorways. 
The demonstrator’s assistant in his 
anxiety and hurry tripped on the wire 
and upset the battery, spilling acid on 
Mrs. Wanamaker’s new parlor carpet. 
The hopes of Mr. Wanamaker’s support 
were sunk in a gaping hole that grew 
before the dismayed eyes of the Bell 
men and guests, and Mrs. Wanamaker 
was not at all pleased. The awkward- 
ness postponed but certainly failed to 
prevent Wanamaker’s early adoption 
of the telephone, and, incidentally, the 
luckless youth who caused the damage 
later became a high official in the Bell 
Telephone Company.

back in 1914. After a brief start in 
telephony, Frank left and turned to 
other things. He returned permanently 
after being away from the Company a 
couple of times. 

First pay Nevitt got was $30 a month 
—which may have been the reason he 
drifted away temporarily. 

A notation on his service record says 
that Nevitt “took Cruickshank’s place.” 
It also records that in September 1914 
he was in Lincoln as a switchboardman. 

Several notations attested to his skill 
and ability. One said that he was “an 
exceptionally good worker, competent 
as a carpenter, ironworker or electri- 
cian.” Another noted that Frank had 
initiative and ability. 

Hale commented that Frank has seen 
the company grow. It is men like Nevitt 
who have helped the Company develop 
into what it is today, he added. 

After listening, modestly, to the trib- 
utes, Frank declared that he is looking 
forward to a “new frontier’—that of re- 
tirement, which will take place later 
this year.

Then they’ll take the elevator to 
the eighth floor, where they’ll see the 
Pioneer Room, auditorium and execu- 
tive offices. They’ll go from there to 
the stairs, descending to the sixth floor. 
They will stop at fifth and each lower 
floor for a detailed tour. Finally they'll 
reach the basement recreation room 
where there will be refreshments.

There is little doubt in the minds of 
the engineers or construction men who 
worked on the building but what it will 
stand for at least a century of normal 
wear of time and the elements.

After mili- 
tary service, Larry opened a drive-in 
at Bethany in 1947. It was located in a 
building formerly used as a filling sta- 
tion and bore little similarity to the 
current King’s system. 


In 1954, a new building was com- 
pleted at 1340 No. Cotner in Bethany. 
Here the present food ordering system 
began to evolve. 


At first, an intercom type of system 
was used. A combination microphone 
and speaker was mounted on the drive- 
in trays. But the distance from the 
mike to the mouth varied and _ this 
affected the transmission. 


Price got the idea for a telephone 
system, utilizing a handpiece. At first, 
his system was privately owned. But 
this did not prove entirely satisfactory. 

About 2% years ago, he approached 
our Company. Other telephone com- 
panies had nothing of this nature, re- 
calls Alex Geist, area sales supervisor. 

But our people “dug in” and designed 
and especially fabricated a system for 
the drive in. “Our shop can build any- 
thing,” Price was confidently assured. 

The switchboard that evolved was 
constructed, cabinet and all, in our 
shop. It has a signal lamp for each sta- 
tion, whether booth or drive-up. Under 
each signal lamp is a two-way key. 

When a customer picks up the phone, 
a lamp is lit. The attendant (in busy 
times there are two) throws the key to 
connect and take the order. If any 
question arises, she can ring back the 
Station by pressing the key in the Op- 
posite direction. 

A conventional board could have 
been used, but the key system is faster 
and easier to operate.

First to get the LT&T system was the 
King’s Buffet, 1316 “N’” downtown. 
Later our phones were installed at 19th 
and “O”, where the outdoor instruments 

resented a problem. 

: At first s olangerwbe hook switch 
was used, and it seemed to work all 
right. But then it was found that the 
switch would freeze up in bad weather. 
A customer would pick up the phone, 
but get no response. 

This was solved by a telephone man, 
Dale Weaver. He approached Geist and 
announced that he had been experi- 
menting with an_ especially adapted 
handset. It had a mercury switch in- 
stalled in the heel. When the hand- 
piece was horizontal (as when hung me 
the switch was open. When cae 
towards the vertical (as when used) t 
switch closed. Since it is an interna 
device, weather does not affect it. 

These were installed and mae 
worked perfectly, both on O ears 
and in the Bethany location. As far 
as is known, it is the only such applica- 
tion anywhere. 

One of the advantages of having a 
telephone company system 1s the wes 
ice that can be given. Commented . B. 
Waters, area commercial supervisor: 

“We have out during the day perhaps 
25 men qualified to work on this sySs- 
tem. If trouble develops, probably ee 
of these men is within a few blocks o 
any of the King’s restaurants and can 
respond promptly.” 

The Csaba: Are has extensive shop 
facilities for any major work or new 
installations. F 

What does the telephone system dO 
for King’s? Well, it cuts down on both 
wasted time and steps. ; 

The customer picks up a phone an 
gives his order to a girl at the special 
switchboard. His voice is also piped 
to a loudspeaker in the work space. 

The man on the fountain, the one at 
the hamburger grill, and the other food 
specialists can hear the order as it is 
given. They can immediately start put- 
ting it up. 


Sometimes they have the order all 
together and ready to go before the girl 
on the board has the bill added up! 


Besides stressing efficiency and quali- 
ty, Price insists upon the ultimate in 
cleanliness. His aim is to offer an eating 
place where the whole family can come 
to enjoy dining in pleasant, clean sur- 
roundings. 

To give an idea of the size of the 
Operation, King’s uses four TONS of 
hamburger a week. That’s 200 tons a 
year. The restaurants also use more 
than 21% million buns a year and serve 
more than 100 miles of onion rings and 
280,000 pieces of pie annually. 

The King’s kitchen, at 1515 North 
Cotner, runs almost around the clock. 
Here onion rings are prepared, ham- 
burger is ground, dressings are con- 
cocted and pies baked. 


Besides operating the unique tele- 
Phone restaurants, King’s has a buffet, 
a cafeteria, a steakhouse, and runs the 
biggest catering service in the state. 

What kind of a man is Price to have 
built up such a well-planned food busi- 
ness? Says Geist: 

“That fellow’s mind is always two 
Jumps ahead of you.” 

He’s been known to arise, sleepless, 
at about 4 a.m., go down to one of the 
restaurant kitchens and make notes on 
how he can improve the efficiency of 
his operation. 

He’s also active in civic affairs and 
Carries on charitable activities. For 
instance, Price sees that no food from 
King’s is ever wasted. Leftovers often 
go to the City Mission. 

King’s unusual operation receives 
Much comment from travelers, who 
have never seen such a drive-in. 

They are liable to see more of them, 
though. Price has started a franchising 
System which will be nationwide. He’s 
Offering his distinctive golden crown 
Sign, system of food flow, kitchen de- 
Sign and special training. 

Soon you'll see King’s drive-ins, with 
Phone service, all over the nation.

Dial Locks on Doors Provide 


Getting into LT&T equipment rooms 
at 15th & M is a little bit like opening 
a safe. You have to “dial your way” 
into both of them. 

The difference is that a telephone 
dial, instead of a safe dial, is used on 
the equipment room doors. If you spin 
the correct three-digit code number, an 
electrical mechanism is actuated, open- 
ing the door for you. 

If you dial incorrectly, you stay out- 
side. 

After two weeks of operation, Lincoln 
Area Plant Supervisor R. H. Gray said 
that the “dial a door” system is work- 
ing out quite satisfactorily. 

Installed for security reasons, the 
coded door-opening system keeps un- 
authorized personnel out of key rooms.

Soon after completing this 
call, he dialed his own home, then his 
office.

Busy executives often get a bit be- 
hind on their mail. But A. O. Andrews, 
supervising engineer, has them all beat. 

Some weeks ago he mentioned an 
article he had found in one of the radio 
magazines he had been reading. The 
magazine was published (as I recall) in 
1923! 

Actually, of course, Andy isn’t that 
far behind on his reading. He’s inter- 
ested in historical items and I under- 
stand he rescued some old magazines 
from the junk pile. 

It was interesting to note that Andy 
found mention in one of those early 
publications of television. The maga- 
zine prophetically was discussing this 
possibility—a quarter of a century or 
so before it became an actuality. 


One of the radio hobbyists in the 
Company was somewhat surprised to 
discover a radio circuit that looked 
familiar. Seems that the circuit, pub- 
lished two and a half or three decades 
ago, is one that a manufacturer of a 
transistorized set is highly touting as 
completely new. 

Except for the substitution of transis- 
tors for tubes, the circuit was exactly 
the same! 

Another observer commented that 
the 1920 vintage magazines were her- 
alding a new era—one in which you 
no longer needed batteries for radios, 
but could plug them in to house cur- 
rent. 

We’ve completed the circle. 

Now manufacturers are bragging 
that you no longer need to plug your 
set in—you just use convenient bat- 
teries. 


Not all of our developments have 
been prophesied as accurately as tele- 
vision was in the old radio magazine. 
Here’s a statement made by the Post- 
master General of Great Britain in 
1895. It is borrowed from another 
magazine, but I forgot to note which 
one, so can’t give proper credit. 

Said the Postmaster General: 

“The telephone cannot, and never 
will be, an advantage which can be 
enjoyed by the large mass of the peo- 
ple. I would go further and say if in a 
town like London or Glasgow, the tele- 
phone service was so inexpensive that 
it could be placed in the houses of peo- 
ple, it would be absolutely impossible. 
What is wanting in the telephone serv- 
ice is prompt communication, and if 
we had a large number of people using 
instruments, we could not get com- 
munications and yet make the tele- 
phone service effective.”

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Carelessness 
Can Be Costly 


Steve was in a hurry to finish his 
vacation house painting project for his 
parents. There was only a small area 
under the eaves left. ‘““No need to move 
the ladder,” he thought, as he stretched 
out to the side with his brush. But he 
misjudged the distance and over went 
the ladder with Steve and his paint 
pail. 

After the doctor got through placing 
the cast on Steve’s broken leg, he re- 
marked in a jovial manner on the nice 
long vacation he was going to have 
now—perhaps six weeks at the least. 


Steve’s boss was dismayed when he 
got the long distance call telling of 
Steve’s misfortune. Naturally, he was 
sympathetic and concerned over the 
injury to his employee. His next worry 
was the temporary replacement of 
Steve, who was a highly dependable 
man. His enforced absence would cre- 
ate problems for the company. It was 
going to be hard to find someone who 
could do his work, but it had to be 
done. 

Steve was himself an enthusiast for 
work safety. As a supervisor, he took 
personal interest in the companys ac- 
cident prevention program and saw to 
it that his men observed safe working 
practices, kept his equipment clean and 
in good working condition, and made 
sure all required protective apparatus 
was used. . 

Yet Steve had done the very thing he 
had warned his men not to do, over- 
reach from a ladder. His injury would 
cause him suffering, loss of productive 
time and additional expenses. — And his 
company would lose the services of a 
valuable man for a time and incur ex- 
penses of his temporary replacement. 


The following are common-off-the- 
job mishaps with tips for avoiding 
them. 

Car accidents—Develop the good see- 
ing habits of expert drivers. Take your 
defensive-driving tactics with you 
when you go off duty. 

Sports accidents — Have fun, but 
gently. Some of us aren’t colts anymore. 


Highway accidents (while a pedes- 
trian or riding public conveyances)— 
Keep on the alert; use your eyes. Many 
accidents happen because people just 
don’t watch what they’re doing. 

Home accidents (slips, falls, etc. )— 
The safety practices that protect you 
on the job can serve you as well at 
home. Don’t neglect them. 

Vacation accidents—Take it easy— 
don’t overexert yourself into a hospital. 
Don’t “horse around” in boats. Get 
your tan gradually, a quick tan can be 
a long painful burn.

50 PER CENT growth in telephones 
i\ in service in 11 years. 

That’s what the Company chalked up 
on April 26 when it officially noted the 
installation of the 150,000th telephone 
in its 22-county area. 

The “milestone telephone” was in- 
stalled in the home of Roger Good- 
enough at Beatrice. Hooking up the at- 
tractive beige instrument was Paul 
Guelker, veteran combinationman. 

On hand to observe the occasion 
were Company officials; Railway Com- 
mission officials; Beatrice dignitaries 
and the Goodenoughs. 

Company President Thomas C. 
Woods, Jr., and vice president Merle 
M. Hale spoke briefly. 

The 150,000th telephone was initiated 
by Mrs. Goodenough, who placed the 
first local call, and by State Senator 


Willard Waldo, of nearby DeWitt, who 
placed the first long distance call—to 
Governor Frank Morrison. 

Others taking part were Mayor Chris 
Blazer of Beatrice; William Boyd, pres- 
ident of the Beatrice Chamber of Com- 
merce; Joe Brown, chairman of the Ne- 
braska State Railway Commission; and 
Commissioners Richard Larsen and 
Wayne Swanson. Also on hand were 
Lloyd Oglesby, Beatrice area manager; 
Lela Watson, chief operator; and W. W. 
Cook, Beatrice, member of the Com- 
pany’s board of directors. 

A noon luncheon at the Paddock 
hotel followed the installation of the 
phone. 

Later in the day the Goodenoughs 
placed a long distance call to their son 
at Harvard University in Cambridge, 
Mass., compliments of the Company. 


LT&T Installs 


In addressing the gathering, Mr. 
Woods told that the Company has 
gained as many telephones in the last 
11 years as in the previous 35 years. 
The 100,000th phone was installed in 
1950 at Seward and the 50,000th in 1916. 

The Beatrice exchange is one of the 
oldest in the state. The first telephone 
system there was built as a Bell licensee 
company in 1880—only four years after 
the telephone was invented! 

In 1882 the Nebraska Bell Telephone 
purchased the property. 

As in many other communities, an 
independent telephone company was 
formed. In Beatrice it was the Beatrice 
Home Telephone Company, organized 
in 1902. For the next 11 years there 
were competing companies in Beatrice. 
Most subscribers had two telephones in 
their homes and business places. There

was no inter-connection for either local 
or long distance service. 

In 1906 the first long distance line 
from Beatrice was completed to 
Wymore. 

LT&T came into the picture in 1909, 
purchasing the property of the New 
Home systems at Beatrice and Wymore, 
then serving 1,200 telephones. 

In 1912 the Lincoln Company also 
bought the Bell property and consoli- 
dated the exchanges into one operating 
unit. This was made up of 1,944 tele- 
phones in town and 429 in rural areas. 

Now Beatrice serves 6,326 tele- 
phones, including 586 rural phones. 

Beatrice was also the pioneer town 
in Nebraska for Direct Distance Dial- 
ing. This was installed by the Com- 
pany in 1957. Later the service was in- 
stalled at Wahoo, David City, Auburn, 
Hebron, Lincoln and others. As of 
May 1, the Company was supplying 
Coast-to-Coast dialing to 52 exchanges. 

With the installation of the 150,000th 
telephone, the Company has multiplied 
its original number of phones by more 
than 83 times. . 

When LT&T started operations in 
1904 it had 1,800 telephones, in a single 
exchange, located at 231 South 14th 
Street in Lincoln. Although this was a 
modest beginning, it started a long 
train of “firsts” for the Company. For 
this was the first successful dial in- 
stallation in Nebraska. 

In 1912 the Company began a pro- 
gram of buying properties south of 
the Platte, following an agreement with 
the Bell for elimination of competition 
and furnishing of a unified toll system. 

By 1915 the Company was serving 92, 
exchanges and 46,000 telephones. Just 
before the “crash” of 1929 the Company 
was serving 83,500 telephones. But 
during the depression and drouth years 
this dropped to 62,288 in 1933. Then 
began an upswing in the economy. 

In 1946 LT&T became the first Inde-

pendent company to offer mobile radio 
telephone service. 

Operator toll dialing was inaugurated 
at Hastings in 1950 and for all ex- 
changes in 1952. 

In 1953 came microwave radio con- 
nections with the transcontinental sys- 
tem, in order to supply KOLN-TV with 
network facilities. 

In 1958 microwave radio connections 
were installed for message toll service 
to David City and Wahoo. 

It took the Company nearly 35 years 
to grow from 50,000 to 100,000 phones. 
Then it required 11 years to add the 
next 50,000. Who knows how soon an- 
other 50,000 will be installed and the 
Company serving 200,000 phones?

So recently she wrote asking if she 
could obtain another cocoon. 


“Spence” didn’t have one himself, 
but his son, Alan, had one and they 
sent it to Colorado. In due time, the 
moth hatched out and the two butter- 
fly hobbyists received a flurry of let- 
ters from the awed and enthusiastic 
school children. 

The incident is a result of a hobby 
that Spencer and his children have 
been following for about 10 years now. 


When a boy, O. D. collected some 
butterflies and moths. Like most of 
us, he eventually dropped his interest 
as he matured. But about 1951 or 1952 
a daughter re-kindled his interest and 
he has gone “all-out” in his pursuit of 
fluttering bits of beauty.

White Promoted

QOME day LT&T may have no major 
toll lines and poles. Instead, all long- 
distance messages may be sent over 
microwave. 

With the installation this month of 
microwave toll facilities between Lin- 
coln and Hebron, the Lincoln Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company is mov- 
ing firmly in this direction. 

Since 1958, microwave has connected 
David City, Wahoo and Lincoln. And 
Lincoln has received microwave beam- 
ing of network television programs for 
use on KOLN-TYV. 

Now 48 microwave circuits are being 
installed between Lincoln and Hebron. 
Fairbury, Geneva, Superior and Sa- 
lina, Kansas, will have circuits by wire 
to Hebron. There they will connect 
with the microwave channels. 

The system has a 300-foot tower three 
miles north of Clatonia; a 240-foot 
tower six miles west and one north ot 
Fairbury; and a 100-foot tower adja- 
cent to the Hebron telephone building. 
The present 210-foot antenna tower on 
top of the Lincoln Telephone building 
is also used in the system. 

The Clatonia and Fairbury towers 
have 10-by 20-foot masonry buildings 
to house the radio amplifying equip- 
ment and power supply. The buildings 
have gasoline-powered stand-by gen- 
erators for use in case of power failure. 

At present, plans call for direct radio 
channels to be extended to Fairbury 
in 1964 and to Beatrice in 1966. Radio

Course Starts 


The need for such instruction has 
been in the minds of Company officials 
for some time. Planning the course and 
making preparations for it have con- 
sumed several months of time. 

The Substation and Outside Plant 
training is the second course of its gen- 
eral type to be set up by the Company. 
About a year ago a 10-week COE course 
was started. The fine experience with 
this venture has encouraged the Com- 
pany to proceed with the class taught 
by Spears. 

The course takes two weeks of time. 
Four men are assigned to each class and 
report there instead of to their usual 
places of work. 

Purpose is to improve employees’ 
knowledge of their job; to show the im- 
portance of following Company prac- 
tices for uniformity of work and job 
appearance, and for safety on the job. 
It will also improve employees’ ability 
to locate and correct faults in outside 
plant and station equipment. 
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The class is to be a continuing pro- 
gram, one which will incorporate new 
equipment as it is placed into use. 


“We want to train all of our combina- 
tionmen,” said General Plant Superin- 
tendent Max C. Walker. He added that 
the course is designed for self-improve- 
ment and will enable those taking it to 
assume responsibility and afford them 
the opportunity of progress. 


As has the COE training course, the 
Substation and Outside Plant class is 
expected to result in standardization of 
practices throughout the Company. 


Men are selected for the course 
through consultations with supervisors. 
As plans are now, those in the area will 
come into Lincoln for instruction. 

A flexible arrangement, the course is 
expected to undergo some modifications 
as experience indicates the need for 
them. 

Main subjects in the course are: 

Telephone instruments — Elements 
of the telephone, circuit diagrams, 
wiring of sets. 

Station protection and wiring, drop 
wire locations, telephone instrument 
locations and adjustment procedures. 

Use of dial hand test set, West test 
set, volt-ohmmeter, and line test 
panels. 

Use of cable records and outside 
plant record maps. 

Main frame connections in CDO’s. 

Outside plant protection and 
grounding. 

Dial paystation installation and 
maintenance. 

Special substation equipment and 
switching keys. 

Making out required reports. 
Before he retired, Art Keckler used 

to teach substation repairs. And much 
of their skills were learned by combina- 
tionmen “on the job.” 

With good experience in the field so 
far, it is quite certain that if in the 
future the need should arise, the Com- 
pany will hold classes for whatever 
training might be called for.

A NEW Major Med Plan 


Paid for 
by 
Your 


Company 


TARTING August 1, the Company 

will put into force a new Major 
Medical expense plan for employees. 
Total cost of the program, amounting 
to about $14,000 a year, will be paid by 
the Company. 

Covered under the program are all 
full-time and regular part-time em- 
ployees and pensioners. 

Dependents may also be covered by 
employees who so wish. Cost of this 
insurance is withheld from the pay- 
check. 

As of August 1, all employees will 
be brought under the plan. After this, 
a new employee must have been with 
the Company for two months before 
becoming eligible. — 

The Company-paid plan replaces a 
similar Major Medical program which 
had been made available to members 
of the Telephone Employees Mutual 
Benefit Association. Employees who 
chose to carry this insurance have been 
paying the cost of it themselves. . 

The new plan will provide substantial 
savings for employees. Where an em- 
ployee has been paying $1.40 a month 
for coverage, he’ll get it for nothing. 

There is also a reduction for some 
dependents’ insurance. _Under the new 
plan, an employee will pay $1.30 a 
month to insure a dependent wife (in- 
stead of $1.80) and $2.00 to insure wife 
and children (instead of $2.50). The 


rate for insuring dependent children 
only remains unchanged at 70 cents a 
month. 

Pensioners are also covered under 
the new plan. As in the TEMBA- spon- 
sored Major Medical coverage, a re- 
tired employee will have $2,500 cover- 
age. But he’ll get it for nothing, instead 
of paying $1.40 for it. He may also in- 
sure his wife for a charge of $3 a month. 


Dependent insurance is not available 
for husbands of female employees. 
Most of these would have other oppor- 
tunities to obtain group insurance. 

The new insurance provides for a 
straight $500 deduction. That is, the 
first $500 worth of expenses must be 
paid by or provided for by the em- 
ployee. 

After that, the new plan will pay 
80 per cent of eligible medical expenses 
up to a total payment of $10,000. Then 
there are provisions for restoring the 
maximum amount of benefits each 
year, in the amount used up or up to 
$1,000, whichever is the least. 


The maximum can also be entirely 
restored by proving insurability. 

Exception is the retired employee, 
who cannot restore his $2,500 limit at 
all. 

One of the areas where the new Com- 
pany-sponsored plan surpasses the old 
insurance is in the field of mental ill- 
ness and emotional nervous disorders. 

The new plan will pay 80 per cent of 
these costs. The old plan was more 
limited, in some instances, with 50 per 
cent of costs allowed and a limit put 
on the number and cost of certain 
types of treatment. 

In the transfer from the old plan to 
the new one “no one will suffer finan- 
cial loss,’ explained Company Treas- 
urer Houghton Furr. Arrangements 
will be made so that those who might 
have a claim in process will lose no 
coverage. 

Already, information about the plan 
has been sent to employees. Included 
is a card asking for information needed 
in regard to the insurance. If you have 
not returned this card, be sure to do so 
immediately. 

Each employee will have 31 days 
after becoming eligible to sign up for 
dependent coverage under the plan. If 
he does so, no medical examination will 
be required. After the 31 days, the de- 
pendents will have to prove insurability 
by taking a physical. 
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All employees who don’t enroll de- 
pendents will be contacted by the in- 
surance company to make sure they 
understand the opportunity. 


Our Company will administer the 
plan. Bills will be submitted to the 
Personnel Department (as they have 
been under TEMBA Major Medical 
coverage). 


The TEMBA coverage will remain 
the “basic” plan. This may be secured 
by employees who wish to enroll in 
this employee-sponsored and operated 
program. TEMBA pays up to $500 on 
small illnesses and some large ones. 


The new Major Medical plan is de- 
signed to take up where TEMBA leaves 
off, protecting employees against huge 
medical bills of several thousand dol- 
lars. 

Writing the new plan is the Wood- 
man Accident and Life Company. Cov- 
erage includes: 


Hospital (maximum $18 a day) 
Medical & surgical 
Registered nurse 
Radiologist 
Anesthetist 
Drugs & medicines 
Laboratory tests 
Ambulance 
Artificial limbs & eyes 
Casts & splints 
Trusses, braces & crutches 
Oxygen 
Rental of iron lung, wheel chair & hos- 
pital bed 
Radium & Isotopes 
Physiotherapy 
The plan being put in force was sel- 
ected from 15 which were submitted 
to the Company. It provides coverage 
comparable to that given under the 
old Major Medical program—and this 
insurance is being provided for each 
employee and at no cost to him.

They were honored at the customary 
luncheon, where they received their 
certificates.

Also unable to attend was class mem- 
ber Jack Ruble, who was called back 
home by the death of his father. 

Declared Walker as he prepared to 


make the presentation: 

“I know you fellows are pressured” 
in the 10-week course. He added that 
the class develops the power to think 
and reason things out. 

‘“‘Gene (COE Supervisor E. C. 
Schrank) is very strict in following in- 
structions,’ mentioned Walker in call- 
ing attention to the importance of main- 
taining standards. 

“T hope you all retain that,” he said. 
And he expressed hope that the class 
members would pass on their knowl- 
edge to others. 

Completion of the last course brings 
to six the number of classes conducted, 
including two four-week ‘‘short’’ 
courses. Supervisor Schrank left on a 
vacation trip at the close of the class.

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HE BIGGEST award ever made by 

the Suggestion Committee was pre- 
sented June 27 to Dale Weaver of the 
Wire Chief’s department. Amount was 
$250—after taxes. 


Presentation was by Company Presi- 
dent Thomas C. Woods, Jr. On hand 
were officials of the Company, who 
each congratulated Weaver. 


The award was for a complicated 
device which enables commercial rep- 
resentatives to tell a customer exactly 
when to expect an installation. 


Dale started work on the device 
about a year ago, in his spare time. His 
progress was interrupted by such things 
as a crumbling basement wall and 
home repair projects. 


But eventually he completed it and 
it was installed in Local Commercial 
to see how it would work. There it 
was greeted with immense enthusiasm 
and it has now become an established 
tool. 

A growing need for such as “score- 
board” has been felt. 


The Lincoln Commercial department 
schedules telephone installations, COn- 
nections and so forth on a “unit” basis 
set up by the Plant department. 


Each unit represents 20 man-minutes 
of work. Each type of installation oI! 
change of service is calculated to take 
a certain number of units. 


Plant notifies Commercial how Many 
men are scheduled to be free for this 
type of work on each day. This de- 
termines the units available for assién- 
ment by Commercial on a given day. 


The only “catch” has been 1 de- 
termining just when the units are used 
up. With several commercial TePs tak- 
ing orders all at the same time, nobody 
could tell exactly how many units were 
left at any given time. 

Some type of scoreboard which would 
keep track of the situation and could 
be viewed by all in Local Commercial 
was envisioned by the two departments. 

When one couldn’t be bought, Dale 
started his make-it-yourself project. 

He utilized some rotary telephone 
switches which had been removed from 
Gooches. For lights, he used standard 
telephone lamps. Making the whole 
thing work is a maze of wiring. 

Customer Service Supervisor Jack 
Caldwell has master controls in his of- 
fice. Each day he examines the num- 
ber of work units available, subtracts 
from this work previously scheduled 
then “sets” the board with the number 
of units left. 


Biggest Suggestion Award 


In order that the scoreboard may be 
kept right “up to snuff,” each commer- 
Cial representative has a button on her 
desk. As she receives an order for the 
date currently lighted on the board, 
She punches the button, once for each 
unit of work involved. 

This changes the score on the board, 
subtracting that number of units from 
those available for use. 

Thus, each representative, when she 
receives a telephone order, can glance 
up and tell the customer the soonest 
time the work can be done. 

Because of the necessary time lag in 
preparing orders and assigning men to 
take care of them, Commercial is al- 
ways assigning work for at least a day 
ahead. 

When the units are used up, the board 
advances to the next date. Whether or 
not they are used up, the board is ad- 
vanced about noon each day. Unused 
units are available for maintenance 
work and for a safety margin. 

Dale ran into several problems in 
working out the scoreboard. One was 
in getting a clear lighted figure to show. 
He finally settled on the use of a trans- 
lucent sheet of plastic for the face of 
his scoreboard. 

Another problem, he realized, would 
be the noise of the mechanism. So he 
arranged to have the working parts 
mounted in the basement of the build- 
ing, connected by wires to the face of 
the scoreboard in the office. 

The $250 award is made even more 
attractive by the fact that the income 
taxes have already been taken out. Be- 
fore taxes, the award amounted to more 
than $300.

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IRST reaction of the average person 
when he looks up one of our micro- 
wave towers is: “I’m glad I don’t have 
to go up there!”

Last month three were 
erected as part of the Hebron micro-

But the new LT&T pole yard in Lin- 
coln does lend an attractive appear- 
ance to those approaching it on the 
Capitol Parkway. 

Located in a wedge-shaped plot of 
ground between the parkway and the 
railroad tracks, it adjoins the 2lst & 
L warehouse. It is being moved there 
from 19th and Vine. 

The ground extends about 800 feet 
southeast of the warehouse building. 
Its attractive appearance is given by 
the chain-link fence which has been 
constructed around it and the plant- 
ings on the street side of the fence. 

Pretty shrubbery and decorative trees 
have been placed there by the Com- 
pany, following the advice of the park 
department. Now diminutive in size, 
the plantings will eventually give a 


park-like appearance and effectively 
screen the storage yard. 


Other materials are stored in areas 
around the building. Included are 
cable, crossarms and similar items. 
These, too, will be screened t some 
extent by the plantings. 


The changes are part of a four-year 
program of improvement now being 
completed. In 1957 the new garage was 
built, providing facilities for 250 trucks 
and cars. The warehouse was remodeled 
last summer. 


Construction of the Capitol Parkway 
made it necessary for the Company to 
change entrance and loading facilities 
of the warehouse. These were moved to 
the north side of the building. They 
had previously been on the south. 


Paving was applied to areas around 
the building, and they are now being 
used for material storage.

Walter Thorgrimson, 
Former Editor, Dies 


© WALTER THORGRIMSON, former 
employee of The Lincoln Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, passed away 
at Arcadia, Calif., on August 8, 1961. 
Funeral services took place August 11 
at Arcadia. 


Mr. Thorgrimson was the first editor 
of the Lincoln Telephone News. He 
set up the format 
when the News was 
launched in Janu- 
ary of 1915. For the 
next several years 
his personality was 
evident in the is- 
sues of the em- 
ployees’ magazine. 

A native of Sweet- 
water, Nebraska, 
“Thorgy started 
his telephone ca- 
reer in Lincoln with Bell in 1909, where 
he served as district accountant. He 
came to LT&T with the consolidation 
of the companies. 


He was local manager at Lincoln, 
then in 1915 was chief clerk in the com- 
mercial superintendent’s office. In 1916 
he became district commercial manager 
and in May of 1921 his appointment as 
commercial engineer was announced. 


Hard times hit about this time and 
after a rate increase was denied by the 
Railway Commission, the Company was 
forced to cut expenses to the bone. A 
victim of the cost slashing was the 
Telephone News, which was discon- 
tinued after the January 1922 issue. 

Shortly thereafter Thorgrimson left 
LT&T and became associated with the 
Bell Company at Omaha. In 1926 he 
went to Des Moines, Iowa, aS commer- 
cial supervisor for that state. 


In 1943 Thorgrimson took his retire- 
ment, moving to San Gabriel, Cali- 
fornia. 

Early interested in improving him- 
Self and his knowledge of the tele- 
phone business, Thorgrimson took ad- 
vantage of a correspondence course in 
toll operating back in 1917. This was 
in the days when such instruction was 
unquestionably taken on the employee’s 
own time and initiative. 

According to the columns of the Tele- 
phone News, he took an early interest 
in the West Coast, traveling there in 
1915 for the big Exposition at San 
Diego and San Francisco. He also made 
later trips there. 

Several times in recent years he has 
returned to Lincoln for a visit with 
some of his old associates in LT&T. He 
kept posted on the activities and prog- 
ress of the Company and his old friends 
through the columns of The Lincoln 
Telephone News.

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Under Regional Plan 
Next Year 
We'll Have 


HE ARRAY of 28 telephone direc- 

tories now used to list our custom- 
ers will soon be a thing of the past. 
Starting in 1962, the Company will 
convert to five regional directories. 
Only two more “small” directories will 
be printed—those for Wahoo and Ash- 
land, which will come out in 1962. 

Behind the progressive change is the 
advent and growth of Direct Distance 
Dialing; expansion of extended service 
calling areas; and increases in urban 
and decreases in rural population. It is 
in line with the national trend of di- 
rectories. 

For directory purposes, LT&T terri- 
tory will be known as the “Southeast 
Nebraska Area.” We will have a direc- 
tory for each of five sections. They'll be 
known as the Eastern, Central, North- 
ern, Southern, and Western sections. 

Each directory will have an area 
with a telephone book circulation of 
approximately 20,000 and a population 
greater than 50,000. All of the towns 
or exchanges surrounding a major, or 
more than one major, trading center 
will be grouped into a directory. 

Towns will be listed alphabetically in 
the white pages. Listings in the yellow 
pages will be interlocked. But the name 
of the town will be a part of the ad- 
dress in each. 

A great deal of study was put into the 


setting up of the directory sections. 
Care was taken to cover a population of 
over 50,000 and to provide circulation 
to serve the needs of those advertising 
in the directory. 

Extended service areas are grouped 
with the appropriate towns. Great ef- 
fort was put forth to tie together areas 
with heavy telephone traffic and those 
which have a close economic relation- 
ship. 

The 18 connecting companies whose 
boundaries are within LT&T territory, 
will be invited to be included in the 
appropriate regional directories. 

There are many advantages to con- 
solidating the telephone listings. 

For customers, there will be im- 
proved convenience. For the most part, 
they'll be able to look up in their own 
book numbers in nearby towns. This 
will make it easier for them to dial di- 
rect, where this service is provided. 

Residents of extremely small com- 
munities, where there is no doctor, den- 
tist and other important services, will 
have in the expanded directories a fin- 
gertip reference to a whole list of peo- 
ple or firms who can serve them. For 
advertisers in the phone book, it will 
mean that their business ad is put be- 
fore many more potential customers. 

Actually, LT&T has had consolida- 
tion of directories for some time, but on 
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Fewer and BIGGER Directories 


a more limited basis. Nearby commun- 
ities have been included in many of the 
area directories for some years. 

The more extended consolidation of 
directories has been done by some 
other telephone companies already. 
These companies are apparently happy 
with the results. 

Changeover will begin February 1 
with the distribution of the Eastern sec- 
tion directory. The next one will be the 
Northern on April 1; then the Southern 
on June 1; Western on August 1; and 
finally, Central, in December 1962. 
Wahoo and Ashland will be combined 
with the Central directory in the clos- 
ing month of 1962. 

There are some increased costs with 
the change to consolidated directories. 
For instance, postage rates will be 
multiplied about five times because of 
the thicker, heavier books. 

The change will include a switch 
from two-column to three-column list- 
ings. This will mean an expensive com- 
plete “re-setting” of type (instead of 
only changes and additions.) 

But, because of the improved circu- 
lation, there will be a revision in the 
advertising rates in the directories to 
meet the increased costs. 

All-in-all, the change is a step for- 
ward and one which will provide our 
customers with improved service.

OUR MORE LT&T exchanges were 

converted to dial in August. They 
were Syracuse, cut over on August 22; 
and Bradshaw, Gresham and Grafton, 
changed in one fell swoop on August 30. 

With these conversions, LT&T had 
113 of its 126 exchanges operating by 
dial. Approximately 88 per cent of the 
LT&T’s 150,000 telephones are now 
dial-operated. 

The cutovers brought seven-digit, 
all-number-calling to the four towns. 
Prefix of the Syracuse numbers is 829. 
Grafton’s is 282 and McCool’s 724, but 
local calls in these two towns will re- 
quire the dialing of only the last four 
digits of each number. 

Six o’clock in the morning was the 
hour chosen for the Syracuse cutover. 
Mayor P. A. Epley made the first long 
distance call over the new equipment, 
to K. L. Lawson, general commercial 
superintendent. 

Bradshaw, Gresham and Grafton all 
were cut to dial at 9 a.m. on August 30. 
Included in the change to new tele- 
phone numbers were Waco, McCool 
and Fairmont which are now on ANC. 
When York is converted to dial next 
spring, they’ll all have Direct Distance 
Dialing. 

Making the activating of the new e€x- 
changes official were Mayors Howard 
Romsdal of Bradshaw, Otto Gierhan of 
Gresham and Dean Stuckey of Grafton. 
They each made the first call from 
their respective towns, to Lawson. 

The cutovers were accomplished in 
the customary manner. This involved 
pulling heat coils from the old main 
frames and then, almost simultaneous- 
ly jerking out fiber spacers which had 
been inserted in the new equipment to 
keep it inactive. 

In preparation for the Syracuse cut- 
over, outside lines and cable facilities 
were rebuilt and extended. Dial tele- 


phones were installed and connected 
to the new equipment and lines tested 
individually. 

Installation of dial equipment at 
Syracuse was in the building which 
has housed the manual board since 
1928. The stucco, Spanish style struc- 
ture will be remodeled to provide more 
room. The old switchboard will be re- 
moved and the former operating room 
will become the business office and the 
present business office will become the 
office of Manager Elmer Neujahr. 

The manual switchboard taken out of 
service at Gresham was installed in 
1929. The one at Grafton was put in 
service in 1921 and that at Bradshaw 
in 1941. All were replacements of orig- 
inal equipment. 

Retiring with the change was Sophia 
Windels, chief operator at Syracuse 
since 1922. With more than 46 years of 
service, she was the senior active em- 
ployee in terms of years of service at 
the time of her retirement. 

Except for a few temporary tours of 
duty in other exchanges, she has 
worked her entire career at Syracuse. 
She started as an operator in 1914. 

Mrs. Teresa Underwood, former chief 
operator at Bradshaw, will continue to 
make her home in that community.

owned by the Bell company, and con- 
solidated the two properties in 1913. 

Gresham and Grafton exchanges also 
came into the LT&T family in 1912. 
Bradshaw was added in 1914. 

Syracuse now serves 895 telephones; 
Bradshaw 241; Gresham 260; and Graf- 
ton 92. 

Unlike Syracuse, Gresham, Grafton 
and Bradshaw have new CDO type 
buildings to house the new dial central 
office equipment. Mrs. Underwood pur- 
chased the former exchange building 
at Bradshaw and will continue to make 
her home there.

The pairs are 
color coded to enable each pair to be 
positively identified and no testing and 
tagging of the pairs are needed in splic- 
ing or connecting the pairs. 


The new cable is entirely different 
In its composition from the usual 
lead-covered, paper-insulated cable. It 
is composed of polyethylene insulated 
conductors (PIC) with a surrounding 
aluminum shield and external poly- 
ethylene jacket. Improved manufactur- 
ing process and a better quality plastic 
material now assure a long life cable 
with fewer maintenance problems from 
pin holes and hair cracks in the con- 
ductor insulation. 

Because of the high insulating qual- 
ity of the polyethylene insulation on 
the conductors and its high resistance 
to moisture penetration, the cable does 
not require a tight terminal enclosure 
as in the case of lead covered cable. 
The cable pairs can be exposed and it 
is only necessary to provide a hooded 
type enclosure and mounting fixture

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New PIC Cable Saves Money

for a terminal block to connect the 
pairs used for providing service to cus- 
tomers in the vicinity. 

The ready-access terminals are lo- 
cated along the PIC cable lead at in- 
tervals of every two lots. Since the 
cable follows the rear property line, 
each terminal will serve four resi- 
dences, two on each side of the prop- 
erty line. Thus, initially, only a six- 
pair terminal block is needed for four 
drops plus two additional for reserve. 
Should it ever be necessary to have 
more than 6 pairs connected, additional 
six-pair blocks can be placed, up to a 
maximum of four blocks. 

Connections to the desired cable 
pairs can be easily made by a combin- 
ationman at the time he places a drop 
in a station installation. He has only to 
free the clips holding the neoprene 
cover to the fixture base and fold the 
cover back, identify the proper pair by 
the color code given on the installation 
order, and connect it to the terminal 
block. The posts are provided with 
polyethylene insulated leads which are 
spliced to the cable conductors with 
special connectors. The cable pair 1S 
cut and the conductors and the leads 
are inserted in the splice connectors 
which have a slotted metal bar inside a 
plastic sleeve. Pressing on a button at 
the end of the sleeve with pliers causes 
the slots in the metal bar to penetrate 
the conductor insulation and engage 
the metal conductors, making a per- 
manent connection. Silicone grease 1n 
the sleeve keeps out moisture and 
assures a trouble-free connection. 

Since the PIC cable will be used as 
extensions on lead-covered cable, a 
barrier must be provided at the junc- 
tion between the two kinds of cable. 
This is a special stub cable with an 
epoxy-resin plug near one end. The 
stub conductors are spliced to the con- 
ductors of the lead-covered cable and 
a lead sleeve wiped over the splice 
bundle in the regular manner. The 
other end of the stub is terminated in 
a ready-access terminal or closure. 

Ready-access closures are of the same 
construction as the ready-access termi- 
nal, with a similar type of hood and 
hanging fixture and they are provided 
with four cable entrance nozzles in- 
stead of two as used on the ready- 
access terminals.

@ EVER SINCE the Wahoo-David 
City microwave system was installed, 
Wahoo Area Manager Ed Dorland has 
been in the habit of sleeping well in 
spite of wind, sleet, or storm. This is 
because the microwave system entails 
no lines to be knocked down by winds, 
falling trees or ice. 

But an August 9 storm deprived 
him of his usual rest. 

The microwave went out at 10 
o'clock. Also out of order were two of 
the three physical circuits between 
Lincoln and Wahoo. 

Telephone men rushed to the Brain- 
ard tower, thinking that lightning prob- 
ably had hit the structure, damaging 
some of the delicate electronic equip- 
ment. After thoroughly checking out 
all of the gear and finding no faults 
they discovered that a “baby twister’ 
had shifted one of the huge ‘“flyswat- 
ter” type reflectors out of alignment. 

This practically-unheard-of develop- 
ment sent the microwave signals wan- 
dering off into space instead of aiming 
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them into equipment on the other end. 
A call to the Communications Service 
Company at Hastings, the firm which 
services our towers, brought two men 
and a truck to the location within two 
hours. In the meantime, other telephone 
men worked on the severed wire cir- 
cuits. 

Wire circuits were restored at 3:55 
a.m. and the microwave at 6:30 a.m. 

Absence of the communication meant 
that Wahoo subscribers couldn’t call in 
trouble reports by the normal means— 
contacting the Lincoln service depart- 
ment. Dorland arranged for a girl to 
stay in the Wahoo office to take emer- 
gency calls until the normal service 
was restored. 

Apparently the twister which bent 
the sturdy reflector touched only the 
tower and tops of trees and never 
actually “grounded.” David City Man- 
ager Harvey Armagost reported that 
the storm put 19 rural lines and four 
toll lines between Octavia and Bruno 
out of order.

Ehrlich Takes Exchange Tour

If, like everyone has lately, you have 
been reading about West Germany and 
Berlin and you are wondering what it 
looks like since some of our employees, 
by order of the U. S. Government, 
helped blow down many buildings, it 
may be interesting to see it through 
the eyes of Bill Ehrlich. 

Second Lieutenant W. G. Ehrlich of 
the Civil Air Patrol made application 
many months ago to take a group of 
Exchange Cadets to a foreign country. 
Bill was chosen to take fifteen young 
men (some from other countries) to 
Germany from July 15th to August 22. 
He went to Washington, D. C. to pick 
up another officer (Major Roy F. 
Weeks) then flew to Harmon, New- 
foundland, Preswick, Scotland and 
from there to Rhein Main Air Base 
near Frankfort, Germany where after a 
fine dinner the group settled down to 
almost five weeks’ study of Germany. 

At the same time there were Italian 
boys in Nebraska and German boys in 
Nevada studying our country. Cities 
of Koln, Hamburg, Wies, Garmish, Keil 
and Berlin were included in the tour 
and if you will look at a map you will 
see they cover all parts of West Ger- 
many. 

There were also places to look over 
the “Curtain” but “don’t touch”. One 
such place was Wassenkuppe where 
almost at the end of the air strip you 
cross over where Khrushchev’s boys 
hoped you couldn’t bank fast enough 
re they could get in some target prac- 
ice, 

Bill visited the Alfred Krupp home 
built in 1870, the first central air-con- 
ditioned home in the world. Mr. Krupp 
owned the steel mills which he made 
famous. It is reported that he is glad 
the Russians took his old mill because 
he can do so much more with his new 
one. Bill also saw the Volkswagon fac- 


tory where they make 3,000 a day— 
many parts made with American steel. 
(Ye Ed saw one day’s output between 
Lincoln and Omaha the other day.) 

The group had dinner with the Presi- 
dent, Heinrich Lubke, and Mayors and 
Burgomasters of many towns. They 
enjoyed skiing at Garmish and visited 
Heidelberg. Part of the trip was de- 
voted to visiting with military men 
from the German Land, Sea and Air 
Forces with the purpose of endeavoring 
to understand their problems. To you 
ex-G.I.’s about all the earmarks left 
of World War II is a large shell lodged 
here and there. Towns and cities which 
were completely leveled have been re- 
built and the West German economy 
is the best in Europe. 

When you look across the “Curtain” 
you see the buildings pretty much as 
you last saw them. The shortage of 
labor in West Germany and also the 
good pay there are two reasons why the 
people of East Germany want to cross 
over. Also, the word “freedom” doesn’t 
hurt any. (Perhaps the West should 
take a lesson from the State of Texas 
and “brag, brag’ about what has 
happened in the west part—people will 
learn about our bad _ points’ soon 
enough.)

A Day 


HE COMMUNISTS would have the 

world believe that in America the 
working man is terribly downtrodden. 
They’d like to convince other nations 
that employees of companies in the 
U. S. toil long hours to provide exces- 
sive profits for a few. 


How true is this Communist claim? 


We can’t speak for all industry, but 
we can speak for LT&T. 

In our Company, only 47 minutes of 
each worker’s day results in a profit 
for the Company. (Compare this to an 
hour and 27 minutes of work required 
to pay the Company’s taxes!) 

What do all of the LT&T man hours 
go for? The bulk of each employee’s 
time goes to provide the money for his 
paycheck and for the tools with which 
he works (in our case, Plant equip- 
ment.) 


The LT&T employee spends three 
hours and 12 minutes a day earning his 
payroll check. One hour and 17 min- 
utes goes for “depreciation” or the cost 
of replacing the tools he uses. Twenty- 
nine minutes go to pay for interest on 
money the Company borrows. And the 
remaining 48 minutes is taken up with 
paying for other expenses. 


On top of this, the profits from the 
operation of LT&T hardly go to “a 
few.” No indeed. They are distributed 
to 7,518 stockholders! These are the 
people who put up the money to pro- 
vide 1,622 full and part time employees 
with the tools needed to perform their 
jobs. 

As we said before, we can’t speak 
for all of the U. S. industries. But we 
have a feeling that their position is not 
too much different from LT&T’s. 

Two plain lessons can be gleaned 
from these figures. (1) That the work- 
ers in the United States are not down- 
trodden; and (2) That the conserving 
of time is of the utmost importance. 
Waste of 47 minutes wipes out one 
person’s share of a whole day’s profits. 
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TV tower for Wedgewood Manor 


T&T is now in the television receiv- 

ing business. 

It isn’t selling sets, or repairing 
them. But because of the Company’s 
venture into a new field, folks in the 
Wedgewood Manor development will 
receive high-quality TV reception. 

The Company got into the picture be- 
cause of the unusual rules set up for 
the housing development. The rules 
say “No overhead lines or obstructions, 
including TV antennas.” 

Instead a community TV antenna is 
used. 


On hand as the first home was connected to the 
community TV antenna system were, left to right:

This is where LT&T got into the TV 
business. The Company has con- 
structed a large master antenna at 
the edge of the development. It is 
equipped to pick up the major chan- 
nels in this area. From the tower is 
run a buried co-axial cable. This winds 
and loops around the housing develop- 
ment in special pathways set up for 
the other buried utilities. 


Those who wish to get near-perfect 
reception of the various channels sub- 
scribe to the master antenna hookup.

They do this in much the same way 
that they arrange for their regular 
telephone service. 

LT&T takes care of extending the 
co-axial cable to the house, maintain- 
ing the tower and allied equipment 
and otherwise seeing that the televi- 
sion signal is properly routed to the 
home. 

Although LT&T has long worked 
closely with radio and TV stations in 
providing network hookup facilities, 
this is the first venture of the Com- 
pany into the antenna field. 


The home of E. A. McKee, 710 Wedgewood Drive, was first to be connected to the LT&T com- 


munity antenna. Although selected by chance for this honor, the McKees were an appropriate choice.

OR several years LT&T’s two Roger 
Lee Webers have been causing a 
mild amount of confusion in the Com- 
pany. However, things were kept rela- 
tively straight because one of them was 
a combinationman in Lincoln area 
plant and the other a lineman in the 
Construction department. 

In late August the confusion suddenly 
multiplied.

Roger Weber started in telephone 
work at the tender age of 16, working 
under Ted Husing part time. R. L. 
started later, but by coincidence worked 
for a brother of Lloyd Miller, Homer, 
in the produce business at Beaver 
Crossing. 

The Webers are slightly amused and 
quite good natured about the name situ- 
ation. They don’t seem worried about 
keeping things straight—they are go- 
ing to follow the “Roger” and “R. L.” 
instructions faithfully. 

Anyway, THEY know who’s who. 
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had progressed to 
third lineman and 
by July of the next 
year to shopman. 

During the mid- 
dle and late 1930’s 
he served at Stroms- 
burg and Seward, 
as third class and 
second class combi- 
nationman. He saw 
military service in the early 1940s and 
returned to the Supply department in 
July of 1941. For a time he also saw 
service aS a wire chief and as a cable 
splicer, but he returned to the shop in 
1944 and remained there until his re- 
tirement. 

Recently Culver sold his home and 
purchased a trailer and his retirement 
plans are understood to be built around 
a move to Colorado. No doubt he’ll 
find new interests in that state and re- 
main active.

Ida Townsend Deason, contract chief 
operator at Cook for many years, 
passed away at her home in Cook Sep- 
tember 6.

Automation: 


LARGE SEGMENT of labor is convinced that there is 

a new and destructive force on the economic scene 
which will lead to its destruction. 

The word for it is “Automation.” 

Labor often sees this as a completely new approach 
which will lead to plants and offices completely barren of 
human beings, filled with giant machines and computers 
grinding out the work while discarded workers starve. 

Is this an exaggerated picture that labor sees? We think 
so. 

But, how accurate is it? 

First, the automation bugaboo has appeared several 
times in the past, under different guises. In 1805, English 
workers destroyed looms because they thought the ma- 
chines would eliminate their jobs. In the 1930’s American 
workers were concerned about “technocracy,” the complete 
mechanization of industry. Automation is nothing but a 
new word for an old idea — but an idea that has put this 
country on top of the economic heap with the highest 
standard of living in the world! 

An excellent example of the so-called evils of automa- 
tion can be found right close to home, in the modern dial 
telephone. When the dial telephone was invented it was 
predicted that thousands of telephone employees would lose 
their jobs. The opposite turned out to be the truth. Today, 
the telephone companies operating in this country have 
more employees than ever before. 

There is no argument with the fact that progress often

causes problems. But lack of progress would cause even 
more, and desperate problems. At the productivity level 
of one hundred years ago, we could not provide the bare 
essentials for the 180 million Americans alive today. We 
desperately need automation to survive — with the world 
political and economic situation as it exists, we must com- 
pete in and win the battle for survival with the communist 
countries. 

So, let’s take a new, hard look at automation and see it 
as it is and what it can do for us. 

1. Automation is a new term which describes certain 
mechanical processes and controls. 

2. Automation is not a new development. We’ve had 
it in America and elsewhere for years. 

3. Automation will relieve man of much of the drudg- 
ery of plain, back-breaking work. 

4. Automation will not cause widespread unemploy- 
ment. In fact, it will actually increase the number of jobs 
by opening up new productive horizons. 

5. Automation is a necessity if we are to maintain and 
improve our way of life in America. 

One hundred years ago, Henry Ward Beecher propheti- 
cally said: “A tool is but the extension of a man’s hand 
and a machine is but a complex tool. He that invents a 
machine augments the power of a man and the well being 
of mankind.” 

We must not only welcome but implement it in every 
way we can.

T&T employees sold a whopping 
$12,329.30 (annual gross revenue) 
worth of telephone service in the first 
five weeks of the Sell Our Service pro- 
gram. In doing so, they accumulated a 
total of 83,245 worth of S-O-S points. 
These are redeemable for valuable mer- 
chandise prizes. 

Taking part in the new type of sales 
promotion were 178 employees. They 
turned in 979 service requests in the 
five weeks, resulting in 1,540 com- 
pleted sales. 

These figures show that the program 
is gaining a tremendous acceptance. 
Advantage of the S-O-S promotion is 
that everyone who takes part benefits. 
Those who sell the most service qual- 
ify for the most or best prizes—which 
are distributed on a basis very much 
like like the “trading stamp” system 
merchants use. 

This has given many employees the 
incentive to aggressively sell our ‘“‘bread 
and butter” items of service. 

Not all of the services installed 
qualify for points. For instance, during 
the month of September the company 
installed a total of 800 extensions for

@ Negotiations for the sale of $4 mil- 
lion of first mortgage bonds have been 
authorized by the Company’s board of 
directors.

Sale of the bonds will be subject to 
final approval by the board of direc- 
tors and the Nebraska State Railway 
Commission. 

Directors also increased the quarterly 
dividend on common stock from 65 
cents to 75 cents per share.

Ry so often you see a cartoon or a 
joke which depicts electronic devices 
taking over the world. They usually 
portray the human being as a mere 
moron alongside the wonder machinery. 

In our industry, electronic ‘brains’ 
are being installed and other machinery 
is becoming more and more common. 
Automatic devices are taking over tasks 
which used to be done by people. 

And it is clear that the business will 
undergo even more _ technological 
change. Perhaps changes far beyond 
cur present comprehension. 

What will this mean to us? 

Will someday machines take over our 
jobs? Will some electronic “brain” do 
all of our thinking for us? 

Hardly. Only to those who do not 
understand them do the machines seem 
superhuman. The jokes and cartoons 
about electronics ‘‘taking over’ are as 
wrong as they are numerous. 

Just ask Larry Connealy, data proc- 
essing manager. Larry says that the 
electronic brains—even the best of them 
—are idiots. They can’t do anything 
that a fifth grade student can’t. (Maybe 
even a lower grade.) 

Their only superiority is in sheer 
speed. This they have plenty of. But 
they must be closely supervised by 
people. 

Thus it is obvious that the most im- 
portant ingredient of the telephone 
business, or any other, will remain the 
people. Whether the people are push- 
ing pencils or feeding programs into 
computers is beside the point. 

The fact is that the human touch is 
what makes a business what it is. It 
will always remain the most important 
factor. I hope we never lose sight of 
this, even for an instant.

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Social Security 
Cost to Rise 


N IMPORTANT change in the Social 

security law will go into effect as 
of January 1, 1962. It is an increase in 
payroll deduction from the present 3 
percent to 3% per cent on earnings up 
to $4800 a year. The Company’s pay- 
ment will also be increased to 3% per 
cent. 

Other changes recently put into 
effect: 

1. Men are eligible for Social Security 
retirement benefits any time after 
reaching age 62 (as in the case of 
women workers) instead of at age 65 as 
in the past. The amount of the benefits 
are scaled down for those who retire at 
the earlier age. 

2. The minimum monthly benefit to 
any worker under Social Security is in- 
creased from $33 to $40 per month at 
age 65. 

3. Retired workers, age 62 or over, 
may earn $1200 per year without losing 
any Social Security benefits. In addi- 
tion, under the new law, they may keep 
one half of any earnings from $1200 to 
a maximum of $1700 without any loss of 
benefits. 

4. A widow of a worker under Social 
Security received in the past, at age 62, 
75 per cent of the husband’s benefit. 
The new law increases this to 82% per 
cent. 

5. Wives of retired workers under 
Social Security receive at age 65 a 
benefit of 50 per cent of their husband’s 
full benefit. They receive about 46 per 
cent if they elect to start their benefit 
at age 64; about 42 per cent at age 63; 
and 37% per cent at age 62. 

6. If a worker under Social Security 
should die at any age and leave a 
widow and one or more unmarried 
children under 18, the widow is eligible 
to receive immediately 75 per cent of 
the full benefit due her husband at 65. 
Each unmarried child under 18 will 
also receive 75 per cent. A dependent 
parent is eligible to receive at age 62 
82% per cent of the full benefit. If 
there are two dependent parents, each 
receives 75 per cent of the full benefit 
at age 62. 

The January 1962 increase in payroll 
deduction for Social Security won’t be 
the last one. 

As of January 1, 1962, the maximum 
annual payment will be $150, with 3% 
per cent held out of the first $4800 of 
income. From 1963 to 1965 this will be 
a maximum payment of $174 with 3% 
per cent held out. From 1966 to 1967 
this will be a maximum payment of 
$198 a year with 4% percent withheld. 
From 1968 on the maximum annual 
payment will be $222 with 4% per cent 
held out.

Now a personal telephone is available 
to our subscribers—and for the nominal 
rental of $15 a month! It isn’t as small 
as Dick Tracy’s celebrated (and fic- 
tional) wrist radio. Nor is it two-way. 


But it is compact, completely porta- 
ble, will carry a message, and it does 
have a tremendous potential in the 
field of communications. It is called 
“Personal Paging Service.” 


The personal receiver is about the 
size of the small battery-operated tran- 
sister radios which are so popular at 
World Series time. It is just as attrac- 
tive in appearance, too. And it can put 
out more than adequate volume. 


At least for now, only the receiving 
service is being offered. That is, a sub- 
scriber to the service can only receive 
messages Over the unit. If he wants to 
talk, he must go to a phone. 

Here’s the way it works: 

Leaving his office, Mr. Subscriber 
hooks the little personal paging unit to 
his belt by its sturdy clamp, or slips it 
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- + . brings Buck Rogers 
and Dick Tracy into the 
realm of reality

into his pocket. He turns on the switch, 
activating it. Then he leaves for any 
point within a five-mile radius. (This 
includes all of Lincoln.) 

Suppose Mr. Subscriber’s secretary 
wants to get in touch with him. (Or it 
could be his wife, a customer, or a 
golfing buddy.) She simply dials “O” 
and asks for the mobile operator. She 
gives the number of Mr. Subscriber’s 
personal unit to the operator. 


Mr. Subscriber hears a distinctive 
“beep” type tone from his receiver. He 
pushes and holds a button, which stops 
the alarm signal and notifies the secre- 
tary that he has answered. 


The secretary then speaks a brief 
message, directly to Mr. Subscriber— 
such as “Stop at Mr. Smith’s office be- 
fore you come back,” or “Call Mr. Jones 
as soon as possible.” When he has the 
message, Mr. Subscriber releases the 
button. 


That’s all there is to it. No matter 
where Mr. Subscriber goes in Lincoln, 
he won’t be out of touch with his office, 
family or associates. 

The possibilities of this little device 
are fascinating. It is expected to be of 
great value to many salesmen, certain 
foremen and supervisors, businessmen 
whose work takes them away from 
phones and cars, and many others. 

We have started out with 25 of the 
receiving units in stock. They will op- 
erate through the mobile equipment on 
the 150 megacycle frequency. 

The $15 charge includes battery. 
There will be no installation charge.

The next five years will bring 100 per cent dial 
operation, swing to all-number calling. Next 
year will see establishment of area directories.

ITHIN five years the Lincoln 

(Nebr.) Telephone and Telegraph 
Company expects to have 100% dial 
service in its 126 exchanges, with na- 
tionwide direct distance dialing. 
Further mechanization has been ac- 
complished through the installation of 
machine billing. Over half of the sta- 
tions are served with microwave jtojj 
facilities and other microwave systems 
are planned. The first area directories 
will be published next year. All num- 
ber Calling is being instituted. Ag- 
gressive sales and advertising efforts 
are resulting in station gains and jn- 
creased use of the service. 

Last year the company gained 6,381 
stations, the second largest gain in his- 
tory, and this year installed its 150,- 
000th telephone. This is a gain of 50,000 
stations since 1950. The company now 
serves one-fourth of Nebraska’s tele- 
phones. Toll messages last year jn- 
creased 10% over 1959 and this year 
will exceed seven million for the first 
time. By the end of this year, 54 of the 
126 exchanges will have nationwide di- 
rect distance dialing.! 

Since 1956, the company has con- 
verted 27 exchanges to dial service 
and established two new dial ex- 
changes. Eight major buildings have 
been constructed, including a nine- 
story general office and equipment 
building at Lincoln. Microwave fa- 
cilities have been installed to pro- 
vide toll message service to 24 ex- 
changes. This will be increased to 54 
exchanges by the end of this year.’ 
Data processing equipment now pro- 
vides machine billing for all accounts 
as well as controls for inventories, 
payroll, labor distribution and other 
functions. Magnetic tape equipment 
is being installed to greatly increase 
the speed and versatility of this oper- 
ation. 

Beginning next year, five area direc- 
tories will be published, thus consoli- 
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EDITOR’S NOTE: The following ar- 
ticle is a statement by Merle M. Hale, 
Company vice president.

dating the 28 books now printed. Four 
of these will serve about 20,000 sta- 
tions and the Lincoln area book about 
80,000. These directories will be eligible 
for national Yellow Page advertising 
and will provide classified sections for 
exchanges not now having them. They 
will also facilitate direct distance dial- 
ing and extended area service. Thirty- 
five exchanges now have All Number 
Calling and 43 more will be added by 
the end of next year.4 

For 12 months ending June 30, oper- 
ating revenues increased from $13,800,- 
000 to $15,000,000 and earnings per 
share of common stock increased from 
$4.14 to $4.85. This trend reflects fa- 
vorable business conditions and results 
of programs of merchandising and cost 
reduction. Investment has doubled in 
the last eight years and now stands at 
$62 million. The gross construction 
program this year amounts to $6 mil- 
lion and next year’s program will be 
comparable.

Conversion to 1401 IBM 


system is now under way 
in Data Processing Center 


Here’s the type of IBM digital computers that 
LT&T will have in use next spring. Several units 
make up the new system, which uses magnetic 
tape for storing information. 
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QUIET revolution has been taking 

place in the Controller’s section of 
the Company. It is the far-reaching 
change to electronic Data Processing— 
the use of machines for many clerical 
chores. 


Now under way is a change to a more 
advanced IBM system which will do 
even more of the paperwork drudgery 
for the Company. About seven months 
from now an IBM 1401 Magnetic Tape 
data processing system will be installed 
to replace the 650 Computer now being 
used. Much faster and capable of stor- 
ing vast quantities of information in 
very limited space, the 1401 uses a com- 
bination of magnetic core and magnetic 
tape memory system. 


The 1401 Data Processing System is 
made up of one printer, four magnetic 
tape units, one central processor or 
main frame, and one card reader-punch. 
Where the present 650 Computer can

The magnetic tape system can store up 
to 15 million characters on each reel of 
magnetic tape. For all practical pur- 
poses, this provides unlimited storage. 


The 1401 will be used for toll rating 
and detailing, toll studies, customer 
billing, centralized accounts receivable, 
pay roll, and inventory. 


The present IBM system is based on 
a punched card “Unit Record” system. 
That is, each accounting transaction 
must be punched into an IBM card to 
introduce that transaction into the IBM 
system for processing, recording and 
accounting purposes. Through the use 
of the 1401 and its magnetic tape mem- 
ory customer billing and accounts re- 
ceivable information, pay roll master 
data, inventory status information and 
toll rating master files will be trans- 
ferred to a few reels of magnetic tape. 
They are presently stored in hundreds 
of thousands of punched cards. 


Main advantage of the new system 
is that all processing is “On Line.” An 
example of this is toll rating. The com- 
plete terminating point reference file 
required for rating to all terminating 
points in the United States will be 
Stored on magnetic tape. 

The daily toll calls will be processed 
against this terminating point master 
tape to be rated. Simultaneously with 
the rating calculations settlement and 
Study information and a count of com- 
pleted calls can be stored on another 
reel of magnetic tape. Also a detailed 
Summary list can be printed at the same 
time that the rate, name of “to place” 
and the name of the ‘‘from place” are 
being punched into the toll cards. 


gency operation. Here, Mrs. Audrey 
McKeown, supervisor in charge at the 
Hastings board, took charge. She and 
several other operators handled the 
need smoothly. 


The other incident concerned a death. 
Mrs. G. L. Andrews, an Avoca business- 
woman, had a long list of calls to make 
for a friend who had a death in the 
family. Mrs. Mary L. Baxter, Weeping 
Water operator, took over and traced 
down the parties and put the calls 
through. 


At Red Cloud, where the Webster 
County Hospital is located, local oper- 
ators used to assist the doctors and 
nurses in time of crisis. But the Ameri- 
can Communications Company has 
modernized the system with a dial op- 
eration and long distance service has 
been handled since then by LT&T. 

That the service is good is attested 
by this letter, sent to the Chief Oper- 
ator at Hastings: 


Since so many operations will be per- 
formed simultaneously, many of the 
machine operations now required on 
the present system will be eliminated. 
This will save much time. 

The change to the faster, more power- 
ful 1401 system is necessary because of 
the rapid growth of our telephone busi- 
ness. In three years, 1957 to 1960, com- 
pleted toll calls increased 27.3 per cent 
or 110 thousand calls per month. There 
have been increases in the number of 
telephones served, orders, adjustments 
and payments. 

The advance work in preparation for 
the installation of the 1401 system is 
being done by two groups—an inter- 
departmental Customer Billing Systems 
Committee and the Methods and Pro- 
cedures Section of the Data Processing 
Center. 

The Customer Billing Systems Com- 
mittee has been responsible for formu- 
lating the general outline of the new 
customer billing system. The Methods 
and Procedures Section of the Data 
Processing Center is responsible for the 
development and testing of the Com- 
puter Programs and the preparation of 
detailed instructions and flow charts 
on all applications within the specifica- 
tions of the general system as outlined 
by the Customer Billing Systems Com- 
mittee meeting minutes. 

Major programs must be written and 
ready for testing by the first of the 
year. 

When the new 1401 Data Processing 
System is installed and put into opera- 
tion it will be something of an anti- 
climax. Many months of planning, 
preparation, and testing will have gone 
before the actual change. To those who 
have been working on the big project 
it will seem like an old and familiar 
procedure.

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Two New Laws 


@ TWO LEGISLATIVE bills passed by 
the 72nd session of the Nebraska legis- 
lature may have an effect upon Com- 
pany drivers, in certain cases. 

The measures, and the changes they 
make, are: 

Legislative Bill 190. This law sets 
the rate of speed upon the national 
system of interstate and defense high- 
ways or freeway. The speed limit for 
passenger cars is now 75 miles per 
hour, as every Nebraskan in the south- 
eastern portion of the state probably 
knows. The rate for trucks, truck- 
tractors, or freight-carrying vehicles is 
now 65. 

This measure will affect Company 
drivers only on the rare occasions when 
it might be desireable to travel the in- 
terstate in order to quickly reach an- 
other point. Ordinarly, Company ve- 
hicles will use other roads and high- 
ways. 

Legislative Bill 323. This law changes 
the requirements for reporting motor 
vehicle accidents. Reports must now be 
made within 10 days and forwarded to 
the Department of Motor Vehicles. This 
applies to fatal, personal injury, and 
$100 or greater property damage acci- 
dents. Company drivers invloved in ac- 
cidents may come under this law.

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Business Often 
Misunderstood 


INETY-FIVE per cent of all high 
IN school students entering the work- 
force of American business do so with- 
out any formal education in what makes 
business tick! 


This was shown by the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers through au- 
thoritative polls. Of the more than 
2,000,000 young workers joining the 
business community, fewer than five 
out of every 100 have had even one 
semester of economics. 


The poll also showed: 


62 per cent of the students thought a 
worker should not produce all he can. 


76 per cent said most of the gains 
from new machinery go to the owners. 


82 per cent believed monopolies are 
the rule in many of America’s major 
industries. 

On matters concerning company Op- 
erations, profits on the sales dollar 
(after taxes) were estimated as high as 
50 per cent; dividends to stockholders 
were estimated at 24 per cent; and the 
average capital investment behind each 
job was figured at $81. 


Here are the correct answers: 


Average profits for all corporations 
fall in the three to six per cent range. 
Dividends are in the three to five per 
cent range. It requires an average 1n- 
vestment of more than $19,000 to pro- 
vide a single job in industry today. 

Even more surprising than the NAM 
poll was this experience of a public 
relations staff member of another tele- 
phone company, Florida General: He 
was one of two utility speakers who 
addressed three accelerated classes on 
business economics. When the sessions 
were over and a survey taken, two of 
the classes overwhelmingly supported 
our free enterprise system. But the 
Other favored socialism. 

Why? In summarizing the reasons, it 
boiled down to this; If the Russians can 
beat us in the space race, their system 
of socialism must be better than our 
free enterprise system. 

Our whole economy was founded on 
the free enterprise system and thrives 
on it today. (If it were not for the free 
enterprise system, Almon Strowger 
probably could not have developed the 
dial telephone and certainly LT&T 
could never have been organized and 
expanded to its present size.) 

But in Florida one of three groups of 
accelerated students — the potential 
leaders of tomorrow—doesn’t have faith 
in our economic system. 

Free enterprise is largely responsible 
for the material success of our nation 
and our standard of living. Let’s keep 
it that way. 


RDERS FOR “S-O-S” merchandise 

have been pouring into the office of 
Sales Supervisor W. D. Quinn. The 
popular “Sell Our Service” program has 
attracted the fancy of those who want 
all sorts of the premiums that are 
offered. 


Some of the telephone folks have 
asked for things like watches and 
cameras. Others have ordered appli- 
ances—such as waffle irons, toasters, 
vacuum cleaners and phonographs. The 
range of items also includes a book on 
guns, an outboard motor kit, clothes, 
pillows, games and toys. 


The S-O-S program works very much 
like the familiar “trading stamps’”’ is- 
sued by many merchants. Only in the 
case of LT&T, points are used. You 
can’t see them, but you sure can use 
them. 


A whole catalog full of attractive 
items is available. Many of these make 
excellent gifts and it is obvious that 
some of the employees taking part in 
the program had this in mind. 


Since it was started nearly four 
months ago, 230 employees have taken 
part in the S-O-S promotion. They have 
earned a total of 210,695 ‘Sell Our Serv- 
ice” points by selling more than $33,000 
(annual gross revenue) worth of items. 

As of December 7 of this year, 3,776 
sales had been completed. A total of 
2,527 service requests had been turned 
in. 

Besides the old “standbys” the Com- 
pany has a couple of new items being 
offered to its subscribers. One, personal 
paging service, was announced last 
month. The first subscriber to take this 
service is Leo Hill of the Northwestern 
Metal Company of Lincoln. 


Leo Hill cocks an ear 
towards his personal 
page unit. He’s out 
in the scrap yard of 
Northwestern Metal. 
The machine in the 
background crunches 
up whole auto bodies 
into compact chunks 
for shipment to smelt- 
ers. 


Hill, whose company is in the process 
of moving to a new industrial site, 
needed communications badly. It was 
suggested that he use the paging system 
until more conventional telephone 
equipment could be installed at his new 
location. Hill agreed, took the personal 
paging unit and clipped it to his belt. 
After several days of use, he was en- 
thusiastic. 

“IT think T’ll keep this even after the 
telephone system is installed” he de- 
clared. 

The reason he finds it so handy is 
obvious. Not only must he personally 
visit any one of a number of widely 
separated points on the Northwestern 
industrial tract, he must also make fre- 
quent trips to various points in town. 
With the personal paging system he is 
never out of contact with his office. 

Another new item is really simply an 
improved version of one already in use. 
It is the Executive model of the Speak- 
erphone. The new unit features hand- 
set-level transmission, an attractive and 
modern design, quick installation and 
simple operation.

INTER STARTED early and with a 

fierce kick in LT&T territory. The 
first big storm of the season arrived 
Wednesday, November 15 and it 
brought a pile of trouble that was still 
being repaired a month later. 

With temperatures hovering right at 
freezing, an accompanying precipitation 
rapidly built up a layer of ice on lines 
in the area. This was followed by 
colder temperatures and a heavy, wet 
snow, which snarled traffic. 

High winds sprang up, burdening the 
already overladen lines beyond their 
capacity. As a result, hundreds of poles 
were snapped off and tossed helter- 
skelter on the grounds. There was a 
corresponding heavy mortality to cross- 
arms and pins. In the neighborhood of 
000 poles had to be replaced after the 
storm. 

There was heavy damage near Lin- 
coln, particularly on west “A” Street 
and on the Raymond-Davey lead. There 
was also considerable destruction in 
Gage, Saline and Jefferson counties. 

The storm built up on Wednesday 
night and by Thursday morning thou- 
sands of lines were tangled up. All 
available men immediately went to 
work on temporary repairs. By the 
folowing Saturday, virtually all 
storm-caused service interruption was 
temporarily repaired.

But the job of making permanent 
the temporary repairs continued for 
more than a month. As the Telephone 
News went to press the job was not 
yet complete nor the total damage plic- 
ture put together. 

Complicating the temporary job were 
several factors. The heavy coating of 
ice did not rapidly shake off of the 
lines, but clung tenaciously. Cold tem- 
peratures and brisk winds made work- 
ing difficult. 

And the wet, heavy snow made some 
roads impassable and all of them diffi- 
cult to travel. The heavy load ot ice 
remaining on the lines made repairs 
difficult. . 

In some cases temporary repairs 
were made by the well-known tech- 
nique of setting a new pole alongside 
the old one, then raising the toppled 
pole with its string of wires and lash- 
ing it to the new, sturdy pole. 

In more than one instance the broken 
pole was lashed seemingly securely to 
the new pole, only to slump to the 
ground again under the heavy strain 
of the load of ice and spanking breeze. 

In mid December there were Still 
two or three crews going over the dam- 
aged area and making permanent re- 
pairs in place of the temporary Ones. 

Winter’s first blow was certainly a 
swift, hard one.

ELEPHONE cable in aerial service requires a supporting 

strand or messenger to carry the lead-sheathed core of 
conductors. It has been the practice to attach a er aie i 
to the poles before pulling in and lashing the cable pee e 
messenger with steel wire spiralled around the two. 
vious to the development of the lashing method, the ee 
was supported in rings attached, at short paar ot e 
messenger by a lineman riding the strand in a cable car. 


Although the lashing technique has been very heed 
factory, the requirement for two separate operations - va 
placing of the messenger and cable did not set wel le 
plant men in operating companies. Efforts were ma wre 
combine the two operations in a single one. First nes aS 
prelashing of cable in which the messenger strand an : : 
cable were pulled together through a stationary a 
lasher on the ground and then onto the poles. Then a cable 
manufacturer conceived the idea of lashing the cable and 
strand together and coiling them on reels in the factory. 
The factory lashed cable was shipped to the cable placing 
site and pulled off the reels and onto the poles. 


A new innovation in “integrated” messenger cables has 
recently come on the market, the Figure-8 cable. This cable 
is composed of a core containing plastic insulated con- 
ductors and a messenger made up of seven strands of gal- 
vanized steel wires. Over the two is simultaneously ex- 
truded a continuous polyethylene jacket. A polyethylene 
web is formed during extrusion as a bond between these 
components, forming a “Rigure-8” configuration, hence the 
apt term ‘“Figure-8” cable. 


The new cable is said to simplify the installation 
process, allowing the two separate components to be in- 
stalled at the same time in one operation, in contrast to the 
previous method of separately stringing the messenger 
strand and subsequently lashing the cable to the installed 
strand. 


To facilitate the installation of the Figure-8 cable, a 
special clamp is employed for the tangent supports which 
grips the jacketed messenger. The cable 1s deadended in 
the conventional manner using a dead-end grip for the 
purpose. 


The cable is easily installed in the same manner as 
the conventional procedure of placing messenger strand. 
In this case, the cable is raised to the clamp on each a 
by means of handlines. The cable is laid in a J-hook 
fastened with the same bolt used for the suspension clamp. 
After the cable is sagged to the proper tension the ae 
senger is placed in the jaws of the clamp and the Jaws are 
tightened over the plastic coating of the messenger. 


In Lincoln, L.T.&T. has installed 7,800 feet of es 
22-gauge and 1,700 feet of 25-pair 24-gauge ew oe 
type cables on A Street between 63rd and 84th aes a 
in the vicinity of the new stadium at 70th and reets. 
This cable was installed between the bare conductors of = 
open-wire lead in this area (which it 1s to replace) and the 
insulation over the integrated messenger and cable core 
was a distinct advantage in preventing trouble from con- 
tracts with the bare conductors. The crews had very little 
trouble in placing the cable. 


Cost comparisons indicate that the Figure-8 cable ans 
a 30 percent labor and material advantage over lead-cov 
ered cable placed in the conventional manner. This cable 
appears to have advantages in the smaller sizes (below 
100 pairs) and L.T.&T. will make additional installations 
as the initial installations prove their worth. 
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The battery rack im- 
pressed many of the 
visitors to the Open 
House. They found 
the size as well as the 
stamina of the cells 
interesting. Signs like 
the one visible in this 
scene were placed at 
various points.

@ FOUR MILLION dollars worth of 
bonds have been sold by The Lincoln 
Telephone and Telegraph Company. 
Authority to issue and sell them was 
given November 27 by the Nebraska 
Railway Commission. 


Dated December 1, they are first 
mortgage, 5 per cent Series E bonds. 
They were sold for 101.54 per cent of 
face value, reducing the actual inter- 
est cost from 5 per cent to 4.9 per cent. 


Three million dollars was to be re- 
ceived on December 15 and the other 
one million dollars on March 30. Pro- 
ceeds will be used to retire $2,510,000 of 
bank loans and to finance the Com- 
pany’s program of extending and im- 
proving its facilities. 

LT&T now has outstanding these first 
mortgage bonds:

socialist managed to gain an audi- 
ence with one of the world’s richest 
financiers. Forcefully, passionately, he 
expounded his views on how the 
wealth of the world should be dis- 
tributed. 

“It isn’t fair,” he declared, “for one 
man to have millions of dollars, while 
his neighbor may have nothing at all.” 

The financier turned to his secretary 
and asked her to get the figures of his 
total wealth. While the secretary was 
doing this, the financier consulted an 
almanac to find out how many people 
there were in the world. When the 
figures had been compared and a few 
calculations made, the financier again 
spoke to his secretary. 

“Give this man four cents,” he said, 
“that is his share of my wealth.” 

This story illustrates an economic 
principle that is recognized even by 
socialists: in order for money to do 
much lasting good in the world, it first 
must be collected in some fashion. 
It must be accumulated, just as water 
must be accumulated behind a dam 
before it can turn the wheels of a 
hydro-electric plant. 

The angry young man could buy a 
postage stamp with his four cents. But 
the financier could use his capital— 
his profits—to create a new enterprise 
which would provide benefits for the 
people of an entire community or a 
whole nation. 


Look at some of the things which 
have happened under our “capitalistic” 
way of life since 1900: 

Three out of every five Americans 
now own their homes as compared to 
only one in three in 1900. 

The work week has been reduced by 
at least 20 hours or about one-third, 
and production per man-hour has 
tripled. 


The proportion of high school gradu- 
ates had increased 10 times and of 
college graduates seven times. 


The family income of American 
workers (allowing for fluctuations in 
the value of money) has increased 
more than 2% times. 


With six per cent of the world’s 
population and seven per cent of the 
land, we are producing more than one- 
third of the world’s goods. 


To make our living standards ap- 
proximate those of the Soviet Union, 
we’d have to get rid of four out of five 
of our homes, nine out of ten tele- 
phones, 14 out of fifteen miles of paved 
roads, and 19 out of every 20 cars and 
trucks. 


The achievements of our unparalleled 
standard of living have come as a 
result of the profit incentive, for profits 
are the very mainspring of our eco- 
nomic system. They pay for the ex- 
pansion and improvement that bring 
lower prices, higher wages and greater 
security for every one of us.
